These will be open to the 
public free of charge, so far as 
the capacity of the Wyckoff room 
and its mezzanine will permit. 

Members of the quartet, in ad¬ 
dition to Mr. Cannon, will include 
Robert Black, Laura McMasters 
and Ruth Johnson. The quartet 
will perform serious music of 
both contemporary and older 
composers. 

First Convocation 
Is Tomorrow 
At Fieldhouse 

Bradley’s opening convocation 
will be held Friday, Sept. 19 at 
3 p.m. in the fieldhouse. It is the 
first required convocation of the 
year and an absence means a de¬ 
duction of one-tenth of a grade 
point. 

There will be a faculty aca¬ 
demic procession under the di¬ 
rection of faculty marshall, 
Phillip Becker. President David 
B. Owen will greet all students 
and brief them on the activities 
for the coming year. 

Gibbs Attends 
Engineering Meet 

Russell E. Gibbs, dean of the 
Bradley college of engineering, 
attended a series of meetings in 
Chicago in connection with the 
Engineering Centennial, Septem¬ 
ber 3 through the 13. 


University officials believe the 
total enrollment of regular college 
students, in the daytime divisions, 
will also exceed the greatest num¬ 
ber of non-veteran students on 
record. 

Despite the large freshman 
class and a number of upper- 
class transfer students, similar 
to that of a few years ago, the 
enrollment in the upper casses 
is expected to be affected by the 
termination of the GI bill for 
nearly all students and the effects 
of selective service, enlistments, 
and well-paid war-related jobs. 
The number of veterans enrolling 
under the Korean GI bill is ex¬ 
pected to be negligible during the 
fall term. 

“Many of our upperclass 
students did not enroll in the 
Air ROTC unit as basic cadets, 
and, for this or other reasons, 
are not in the advanced ROTC 
course,” Dean Robert A. Jam¬ 
ieson, Bradley Military co¬ 
ordinator explained. 

“If they are not in either the 
basic or advanced courses, they 
are subject to selective service 
unless deferred on the basis of 
high grades or for other reasons.” 

This year’s increase in the size 
of Bradley’s freshman class is an 
exception to the rule in the 
nationwide trend toward smaller 
freshman classes. 

The 2800 regular college stu¬ 
dents this year represent an in¬ 
crease of about 300 per cent over 
the maximum enrollment of such 
students prior to World War II, 
as compared to an increase na¬ 
tionally of 30 to 40 per cent dur¬ 
ing the same period. 

The ability of Bradley to 
maintain its enrollment, despite 
the termination of the GI bill is 
attributed to the fact that 
there is a dearth of institutions 
smaller than the large state 
and metropolitan universities, 
but at the same time offering 
accredited courses in such pro¬ 
fessional fields as engineering, 
commerce, industrial educa¬ 
tion, fine arts, and home eco¬ 
nomics. 

Transfer students are coming 
from 96 different institutions in¬ 
cluding Indiana, Fordham, Milli¬ 
kan, University of Illinois, Pur¬ 
due, University of Colorado, Cor¬ 
nell, Northwestern, Notre Dame, 
Yale, DePauw, Stephens, Denni¬ 
son, Harvard, Michigan State, 
University of Iowa, MacMurray, 
and Knox. 

Entering students will come 
from such foreign countries and 
cities as Hong Kong, the Philip¬ 
pines, Greece, Pakistan, South 
America, Korea, Germany, Jor¬ 
dan, China, Mexico, India, Israel, 
Iraq, Hawaii, and the Panama 
Canal Zone. During last year 
there were 123 foreign students 
from 21 countries, and most of 
these are also expected to return 
to the Hilltop. 

Last year’s enrollment was 
3,017 regular students with 589 
enrolled in night school.

Fraternity, Sorority Houses 
Undergo Changes, Movings 

Rebuilding of the Pi Beta Phi sorority house at the corner 
of Institute and Main streets is expected to be completed by 
Nov. 15. The finished structure will house 24 girls in its 12 
bedrooms. —-- 


The sorority house, made on 
the order of the new men’s dorm, 
will cost approximately $80,000. 
While the new house is being 
completed, the Pi Phi’s are liv¬ 
ing in the former Sigma Kappa 
house at the corner of Fredonia 
and Institute. 

The Sigma Kappa’s have moved 
into the home at 172 Fredonia 
ave., which they purchased this 
summer. The new house was 
built as the home of J. C. Proc¬ 
tor, owner of a Peoria lumber 
company. According to the Sigma 
Kappa’s, their new house is un¬ 
usually well - constructed with 
long-lasting flooring. 

Sigma Chi fraternity sold their 
former house at the corner of 
Main and University for approxi¬ 
mately $38,000. They have now 
established temporary residence 
in Glenwood hall, former girls’ 
dormitory, at 219 S. Glenwood. 

They expect to remain in their 
present location until the spring 
of this year, when they hope to 
start construction on a new fra¬ 
ternity house. Bradley will offer 
university land to the Sig’s for 
the site of their new house.

The other journalism classes 
will be instructed by parttime 
help from the downtown Peoria 
newspapers. 

The press releases from the 
university will be handled by 
Miss Ida Gene Mahle, a Bradley 
graduate, and someone from one 
of the Peoria papers. Both the job 
of public relations and the job 
of head of the journalism depart¬ 
ment were handled by Harry 
Watson who left the Bradley 
faculty last August and is now 
working as telegraph editor of 
the Milwaukee Journal.

Student Health Dispensary 
Opens In Alumni Hall 

President David B. Owen announced the establishment of 
a university student health service to be located in Alumni 
hall with Dr. Harold A. Vonachen, medical director of Cater¬ 
pillar Tractor company, as medical advisor. 


Dr. R. C. Dunseth will be the 
university physician with Mrs. 
Mariball Petran, R.N., the nurse 
in charge. A university health 
council, composed of Vice-Presi¬ 
dent A. G. Haussler, chairman; 
medical advisor Dr. Harold A. 
Vonachen, who has volunteered 
his services to the university in 
this capacity; Dr. R. C. Dunseth; 
Mrs. Maribell Petran, R. N., Dr. 
Olive B. White, dean of women; 
and A. J. Bergstrom, chairman of 
division of health, physical edu¬ 
cation and coaching; will function 
as a body to set health standards 
for the university. 

A dispensary will be maintain¬ 
ed in Alumni hall for the treat¬ 
ment of minor injuries and ill¬ 
nesses. Use of the dispensary will 
be without charge to the stu¬ 
dents. The dispensary, however, 
will not be equipped to handle 
serious or prolonged illness. 
Cases involving such care will be 
referred, at the expense of the 
student, to local physicians whose 
patients are admitted to the 
facilities of the three local hos¬ 
pitals. Through the cooperation 


of the local tuberculosis associa¬ 
tion, chest X-rays will be provid¬ 
ed for all students at the time of 
registration. The students will be 
invited to consult the university 
physician during his hours on the 
campus with reference to any 
personal health problems they 
may have. 

Students will be entirely free to 
select their own private physician 
at their own expense. Use of the 
services of the university physi¬ 
cian and dispensary will be en¬ 
tirely voluntary upon the part of 
the student except in cases of 
communicable diseases when the 
university physician and the city 
board of health have general 
charge. 

President Owen says, “The 
establishment of the student 
health center is the first step in 
the direction of an extensive pro¬ 
gram that will eventually call for 
complete physical examination of 
all students and the establish¬ 
ment of an infirmary in addition 
to the present dispensary.”

Engineering Building To Be Constructed 
On Southeast Comer Of Athletic Field 


Bradley university’s proposed 
new engineering building, the 
result of a generous grant from 
Val E. Jobst, Jr., will be con¬ 
structed on the southeast corner 
of the athletic field. 

Construction of the three-story, 
air-conditioned building will get 
underway as soon as an addition¬ 
al $250,000 has been collected, ac¬ 
cording to President David B. 
Owen. Owen explained that in 
order to build a structure as 
large as the engineering building 
and as long-lasting as such a 
project must be, the extra funds 
must be obtained. 

Architects are now meeting 
frequently with committees of 
the Board of Trustees, admini¬ 
stration, and engineering facul¬ 
ty to formulate plans for this 
important new 7 building, which 
will house spacious and well- 
equipped laboratories, class¬ 


rooms of various sizes, offices, 
and necessary storage and 
equipment spaces. 

“This gift is unusually timely,” 
explained President Owen, “since 
the applications from prospective 
freshmen in the College of Engi¬ 
neering are far ahead of the num¬ 
ber a year ago, and it would not 
have been possible to admit many 
of these engineers had we not had 
the assurance that we would have 
the right kind of facilities avail¬ 
able for them by the time that 
they will need them in their engi¬ 
neering training. With the pres¬ 
ent demand for engineers far ex¬ 
ceeding the supply, with every in¬ 
dication that this demand will 
continue, and with the recent ac¬ 
creditation of the Bradley College 
of Engineering by the E.C.P.D., 
it is probable that the enrollment 
in this college will continue to in¬ 
crease rapidly, so that the pro¬ 
vision for this new building is of 
the utmost importance to us.”

The men, guard Joe Norman 
and back George Carter, had 
not served their year of eligi¬ 
bility prior to competing for 
the Wildcats against Missouri 
and Nebraska. 

Kansas State defeated Mis¬ 
souri and tied Nebraska. No 
action will be taken on the 
seven games that K-state lost. 

Officials at Missouri and 
Nebraska declined to comment 
on the offer.

Lewis, a freshman from Englewood in 
Chicago, is one of the flashiest runners ever to appear on the hilltop and is considered by 
some observers to be another Johnny Bright.

Bus Mertes’ boys will have a 
tough job cut out for them 
against the Wildcats of the Big 
Seven. While K-state has tradi¬ 
tionally been the league doormat, 
the addition of a number of for¬ 
mer Army players is guaranteed 
to inject new life into the old 
kitty. 

Coach Bill Meek of K-state was 
not one of those who stood idly 
by when West Point threw 90 of 
the nation’s top gridders to the 
wolves in July, 1951. 

Meek compiled a little shopping 
list and came out rather hand¬ 
somely in the bargain. 

The top dogs in the formed 
Army fold are guard Ed Stahura 
and end Jack McSulskis. Both 
were ranked as top sophs at 
Army and should do quite well 
in their senior years at K-state. 

The real hidden power of the 
Wildcat squad may be its youth¬ 
ful veterans. Of a squad of 35 last 
season some 23 were sophomores 
or freshman. Meek expects his 
youngsters to blossom into fine 
grid beef. 

The 1951 Wildcat team had a 
1-5-1 conference mark and a 1-7-1 
all-around standing. The K-stat- 
ers tied Nebraska, 6-6, and beat 
Missouri, 14-12. 

Besides Bradley the Wildcats 
will meet Cincinnati, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Tulsa, Oklahoma, Kan¬ 
sas, Wyoming, Colorado, and 
Iowa State. 

Bradley players and Coach 
Mertes realize that his game 
might catapult them to a great 
season and are pointing for it. 

While the game is considered 
more or less a “soft touch” by 
the Manhattanites, Mertes and 
his men see it as a great chance 
to boost Bradley football. A 
resounding win would do much 
to put the grid sport back on a 
paying basis on the hilltop. 

As for K-state being over con¬ 
fident, Coach Mertes won’t say. 
But doubtless he would do little 
to dispel this feeling in the Wild¬ 
cat camp. 

All in all it should be quite a 
game. As yet, broadcast plans to 
Peoria are indefinite. 
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Bus Mertes smiles with satisfaction as he views his sec¬ 
ond Bradley football team in practice action. Although none 
too happy with the squad’s poor showing in a workout with 
Illinois State Normal, after which he predicted “if we don’t 
improve, we’ll lose to Kansas State by 100-0,” Bus looks to 
the K-State game as a great chance for Bradley to boost its 
national football reputation. A win would give the popular 
mentor an even 5-5 record in his two seasons at Bradley. The 
Braves open at home, Sept. 27 against California Poly.

Eisenhower Will Speak 
At Fieldhouse Oct. 2 

A major address in his cam¬ 
paign tour will be delivered by 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Republi¬ 
can nominee for President, Thurs¬ 
day night, Oct. 2 in Bradley uni¬ 
versity fieldhouse. 

This was announced jointly by 
William A. Allen, 18th district 
state central committeeman, and 
Joseph Hodges, chairman of the 
Peoria county Republican cen¬ 
tral committee. 

Plan Welcome Parade 

Plans already are underway to 
herald the arrival of Eisenhower 
with a parade through the busi¬ 
ness district to the university 
campus. 

Eisenhower, a former five-star 
general, is to arrive in Peoria 
shortly before he is scheduled to 
address the Republican rally 
which is set for 8 p.m. 

Spending the entire day in Illi¬ 
nois, Eisenhower will speak at 
Danville in the morning and then 
he will continue on to Champaign, 

Springfield, Bloomington, Pekin 
and Peoria. 

Will Speak in Pekin 

He is slated to speak in Pekin 
from the rear platform of his spe¬ 
cial train and also will give an 
address in the state armory at 
Springfield about noon. 

Because of the limited time the 
Republican nominee will be able 
to spend here, there will be no 
reception or dinner. Eisenhower 
and his party will leave the city

by train immediately after the 
address. 

An expected overflow crowd 
will be accommodated by loud 
speakers to be erected outside 
the fieldhouse, according to Allen 
and Hodges. 

No Tickets 

There will be no tickets issued 
for the address but a small sec¬ 
tion of seats will be reserved for 
visiting Republican leaders from 
the district. 

Local Republican leaders have 
been informed that Eisenhower 
will be accompanied on the trip 
by the largest contingent of 
newspaper writers and radio peo¬ 
ple to ever tour with a candidate. 


BU Enrollment 
Expected To 
Surpass Last Year 

Bradley’s total enrollment of 
more than 2800 for this year is 
equal to that of last May 1. With 
the expected late registrants, 
this mark will be surpassed. 

There are 806 freshmen, 592 
sophomores, 465 juniors, 444 
seniors, 92 graduates, 48 unclassi¬ 
fied students, and 38 who are 
still registering. Sixty-eight grad¬ 
uates are registered in the eve¬ 
ning division. 

Not included in the total are 
evening division students, those 
in the horology school, the ele¬ 
mentary and secondary depart¬ 
ments of the School of Music, and 
in the extension or home study 
courses. 

Only 363 Vets 

Only 363 veterans are included 
in the total, which includes 352 
men and 11 women. The largest 
number of veterans is in the sen¬ 
ior class with 125, while there are 
only 38 former GI’s entering as 
freshmen. Sophomore veterans 
number 51, juniors 78, graduates 
55, and special veteran students 
16. 

The above is a definite indica¬ 
tion that the great flow of GI’s 
of the past few years has been 
reduced and that the anticipated 
influx of Korean veterans has not 
yet shown itself. 

Freshmen women constitute 
the largest women’s group on the 
campus with 183 students. Soph¬ 
omores total 144 women, juniors 


Owen Appoints 
Bent As Dean 
Of Education 

Dr. Leo Gerald Bent, Bradley I 
university professor of education, 
has been appointed dean of the 
college of education, according to 
an announcement by President 
David B. Owen. 

In addition, Dr. Bent will retain 
his position as director of the 
Bradley office of special services. 

As dean of the college of 
education, he will head the 
growing college of education, 
which offers not only an exten¬ 
sive program on the under¬ 
graduate level for thte training 
of teachers, but a comprehen¬ 
sive program on the graduate 
level leading to the doctor of 
education and doctor of philo¬ 
sophy degrees. He will also 
teach a number of education 
and psychology courses. 

Dr. Bent has been director of 
the offices of special services 
since 1948. This office, with a 
staff of ten, has charge of all 
counseling and testing programs 
for the university. Job placement 
for graduates and student em¬ 
ployment are also handled in the 
special services department as 
are veterans’ affairs and reading 
clinic work. In addition to its uni¬ 
versity functions, the office spon¬ 
sors testing programs for other 
schools and colleges. 

Dr. Bent came to Bradley in 
1948. He received his degree of 
Bachelor of Education from 
Whitewater (Wis.) State Teach¬ 
ers’ college in 1934. He obtained 
both his Ph.M. and his Ph.D. from 
the University of Wisconsin in 
1948. 

Five years prior to beginning 
his doctoral program, Dr. Bent 
was superintendent of schools 
in Wisconsin. He was also affili¬ 
ated with Western Illinois State 
college as director of guidance 
and associate professor of ed¬ 
ucation before receiving his 
doctorate. 

He was psychometrist for the 
survey of the Winchester, Mass., 
public schools and has done per¬ 
sonnel studies in industry. 

Widely known throughout the 
state as an educator and speaker, 
Dr. Bent has been president of 
the Illinois guidance and person¬ 
nel association and secretary- 
treasurer of the Illinois teacher 
placement association. He is 
president of the university chap¬ 
ter of the association of univer¬ 
sity professors and is also a mem¬ 
ber of Phi Delta Kappa and Phi 
Eta Sigma. 

He has been active in many ed¬ 
ucational organizations and is a 
member of the Illinois education 
association, Illinois secondary 
school principals’ association, Illi¬ 
nois school administrators asso¬ 
ciation, national vocational asso¬ 
ciation and the American college 
personnel association.

BU Grad 
Wins Study 
In Sidney 

Donald W. Weber of Glasford, 
HI., has won a Fulbright scholar¬ 
ship to the University of Sidney 
in Sidney, Australia. This scholar¬ 
ship was awarded to Weber over 
several other Bradley applicants 
because he passed the Fulbright 
examination. 

Weber graduated from Bradley 
in 1950, and received his M.A. this 
last year in the fields of history 
and political science. He will not 
begin his study in Australia im¬ 
mediately, however, as he has 
also received a fellowship at 
Capitol university in Columbus, 
0., a Lutheran seminary. The 
state department has given 
Weber special permission to post¬ 
pone going to Sidney until next 
year. 

The Fulbright award is a gov¬ 
ernment scholarship authorized 
by Public Law 583, a bill spon¬ 
sored by Sen. Fulbright of Ar¬ 
kansas. The bill provides that 
winners of the Fulbright award 
will have expenses, including 
traveling, paid for a year in order 
that they may study in a foreign 
country. The scholarship is re¬ 
newable at the discretion of the 
Fulbright scholarship board. 

Fulbright scholarships may be 
obtained to universities in 21 for¬ 
eign countries, including nations 
in Europe, the Near East, and 
Far East. These awards are made 
possible by the selling of Ameri¬ 
can war surplus supplies in for¬ 
eign countries, with the proceeds 
going to deserving American stu¬ 
dents in the form of Fulbright 
scholarships.

New GI Bill 
Contains 5 Benefits 
For Veterans 

During the summer, the presi¬ 
dent signed into law a new GI 
bill for veterans who served in 
the armed forces any place in the 
world since the start of the 
Korean conflict on June 27, 1950. 

The new law provides five bene¬ 
fits, including education and 
training. The latter provisions 
allow a veteran one and one half 
days of training for each day in 
service after the outbreak of the 
Korean fighting—regardless of 
where the service was performed 
—up to a maximum of 36 months. 

However, veterans who have 
previously trained under earlier 
veterans’ training laws may 
get up to 48 months, minus 
whatever time they’ve already 
spent in training under those 
earlier programs. The school 
has to be approved by an ap¬ 
propriate State approving 
agency. 

Any veteran that has any prob¬ 
lem concerning eligibility, selec¬ 
tion or changing a program can 
obtain information at the office 
of student services in Bradley 
hall. 

Veterans in GI Bill training will 
receive an education and training 
allowance each month from the 
government, to meet part of the 
expenses of their training and 
living costs. Tuition, fees, books, 
supplies and equipment will not 
be paid by the Government; in¬ 
stead, they will have to be paid 
out of the monthly allowance. 

Rates for the veterans in full¬ 
time training in schools and col¬ 
leges are $110 a month, if they 
have no dependents; $135 if they 
have one dependent, and $160 if 
they have more than one depend¬ 
ent. Those in training less than 
full time wall receive lower 
monthly rates. 


Night School 
Offers Variety 
Of Courses 

With “Tomorrow’s future be¬ 
gins tonight” again its familiar 
slogan, Bradley’s evening division 
gives credit and non-credit cours¬ 
es in all phases of academic 
study, according to Dr. Donald E. 
Gorseline, director. 

Registration for all regular col¬ 
lege courses and beginning adult 
short courses was held from 7:10 
to 9 p.m., Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, Sept. 15-17, in the 
fieldhouse foyer. Classes began 
Monday, Sept. 22. 

Those who want to study for 
higher degrees, but are employed 
in the daytime, will find an ex¬ 
tensive list of graduate courses. 

Among economics department 
graduate offerings are Latin 
American trade, international 
economic problems and Soviet 
economic imperialism. 

In business administration, 
one can take insurance and 
interstate commerce law, and 
accounting and auditing review 
courses. Chemistry has again 
added advanced work in or¬ 
ganic polymers and carbohy¬ 
drates. 

The education department has 
courses in statistics, measure¬ 
ments, philosophy, and psychol¬ 
ogy on a graduate level. In Span¬ 
ish, Mexican literature and mod¬ 
ern drama will be offered. 

For the first time, men's physi¬ 
cal education will give tests and 
measurements in physical educa¬ 
tion on a senior and graduate 
level. 

Political science will have a 
constitutional law course, while 
psychology will include gradu¬ 
ate work in principles of psy¬ 
chiatry, projective techniques 
and industrial and child psy¬ 
chology. In sociology there will 
be a course in theory and prac¬ 
tice of case work. Speech offers 
dramatic criticism and Ameri¬ 
can public address. 

The undergraduate division 
ranges from applied mathematics 
to woodworking. The non-credit 
adult short courses include elec¬ 
tricity in the home and self- 
improvement courses on leader-

Courses will also be of¬ 
fered in beginning and advanced 
statistical quality control, pri¬ 
marily for metalurgists, chem¬ 
ists and factory inspectors. 

In regular credit courses, art 
enthusiasts will find sculpturing, 
ceramics and photo retouching. 
Business administration has ad¬ 
vertising, advertising copy, mar¬ 
keting, salesmanship and radio 
and television advertising. 

Feature writing and principles 
of public relations are evening 
journalism courses. An amateur 
radio course is offered in electri¬ 
city. 

Engineering has drawing, 
kinetics and machining oper¬ 
ations among its evening sub¬ 
jects. German and Spanish are 
night language courses. 

Home furnishings and a Red 
Cross instructor’s nursing course 
are listed under home economics. 
In mathematics, slide rule and 
calculus are popular. 

Photography is again listed as 
well as basic electronics. For the 
first time, there will be a night 
class in introduction to the psysi- 
cal sciences. 

Badminton, tennis, square and 
social dancing and rhythmic acti¬ 
vities for elementary school are 
women’s physical education 
courses. The psychology depart¬ 
ment has phychometrics and vo¬ 
cational testing among its list¬ 
ings. 

Basic speech courses, radio pro¬ 
duction and advanced argumenta¬ 
tion are offered. 

Heating and ventilating for 
small homes is one of the techni¬ 
cal drawing courses. Woodwork¬ 
ing has classes in wood finishing 
and upholstery and machine 
woodwork. 


Fitton Planetarium 
To Be Installed 
In South Fieldhouse 

The B. C. Fitton Planetarium, 
an optical instrument which pro¬ 
jects images of stars and planets 
onto a 20-foot dome, will be in¬ 
stalled in the south end of the 
Bradley fieldhouse in the near 
future. 

The installation, costing several 
thousand dollars, was made pos¬ 
sible by an initial gift from Mr. 
Fitton’s family and friends. Addi¬ 
tional funds came from other in¬ 
dividuals and from Bradley stu¬ 
dent organizations. 

“The planetarium, for all prac¬ 
tical purposes, will do as much 
as the larger and more famous in¬ 
stallations, such as the Adler 
Planetarium in Chicago,” accord¬ 
ing to Dean Arthur E. Gault, 
head of the department of mathe¬ 
matics and astronomy, who will 
be in charge of the Fitton Plane¬ 
tarium. 

The Planetarium will be in¬ 
stalled in the fieldhouse, where 
the dome can be raised to the 
roof when not in use, and lowered 
for demonstrations. The instru¬ 
ment is portable and can be 
placed on a table for operating. 

Approximately 80 persons can 
be seated for each demonstration, 
according to Spitz laboratories, of 
Philadelphia, makers of the in¬ 
strument. 

The Planetarium may be used 
in mathematics, astronomy, phy¬ 
sics, history, English, and philo¬ 
sophy classes at the university. 
In addition, it will be available 
for high school classes, scienti¬ 
fic groups, parents and alumni on 
special occasions at Bradley, and 
to other groups in Peoria.

The National political front is covered completely and 
thoroughly by the leading newspapers of the country. How¬ 
ever, the local man’s activities and movements must be next 
to sensational before they make the headlines.

Subse¬ 
quently he was honorably dis¬ 
charged to become a special 
agent in the F.B.I. He served in 
the capacity of special agent in 
the counter espionage division 
until 1946, returning to be elected 
county judge of Tazewell county.

'Don't Let 'Em Take It Away'

Once again, the time for class elections has struck the 
campus. Every year, the election story repeats itself as the 
Greeks amass all the offices. This is fine as long as the win¬ 
ner of a certain election is a qualified office-holder. 

The Greek coalition system resembles the national two- 
party organization, with the Bradley fraternities and soror¬ 
ities split in two rival camps. The two coalitions each have a 
political committee which selects candidates who have exhib- 
ited qualifications as office-holders in the past. Several, per- 
haps all, of the groups have a pass book checking system 
wherein delinquent voters on election dav are fined for not 
voting. 

The students who are elected will determine policies that 
effect the entire student body. But most of those elected are 
from the campus minority group, the Greeks. The campus 
majority group, the Independents, have had a few outstanding 
leaders in the past at Bradley, but they have been all too few. 
The potential leadership is there within the Independent group, 
but the means to bring this leadership to the front lies 
dormant. 

As a result, this statement: “What chance has an Inde¬ 
pendent on Bradley’s campus ?

What is - the difference . between the obvious strength of 
the Greeks in campus politics and the dormant strength of 
the Independents? We think the answer lies in organization. 
** i ? ^- nc ^ e P en( ^ en ^ s had a central steering committee that 
would conduct a campaign to bolt their fellow-members into 
action, campus politics would change. 

And how to contact each and every Independent to arouse 
his interest ? Perhaps one solution might be to make arrange¬ 
ments to speak before the various Bradley clubs and scholastic 
organizations which have a majority of Independent members. 
An Independent meeting could be called and whoever shows up 
whether it be 5 or 500 members, could be given a little inspira¬ 
tion, and orders to tell every one of their friends about future 
meetings and get them interested enough to come. 

Doubtless, many more such ideas could be successfully 
carried out and result in greater Independent representation 
at Bradley. 

If we consider our national government and the complaints 
that are born by passage of a law that benefits a lobby 
minority, we might come close to a parallel to our own campus 
political situation.

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Don't Let 'Em Take It Away

The Republican circus came to 
the fieldhouse last Thursday 
night. Dwight D. Eisenhower, the 
trained elephant, performed his 
usual trick of spreading his pro¬ 
paganda series of half-truths and 
i n c o n sistancies. Conspicuously 
absent was the ringmaster, 
Robert Taft. 

Gathered on the platform 
around the feature attraction 
were all the local performers. 
They were in fine form too, mug¬ 
ging the photographers, gushing 
at the King Bull and acting in 
general like most Republican 
politicians. 

Apparently ringmaster Bob has 
been neglectful of late in giving 
his star pupil the usual lessons, 
for the speech at the fieldhouse 
was a dismal flop. Even the Re¬ 
publican audience was bored, and 
seemed glad when Eisenhower 
struggled through the final line. 

Deliverance of the speech was 
drab, but the text was worse be¬ 
cause of the false assertions and 
half-truths. Shortcomings can be 
tolerated, but stretching the 
truth and presenting false facts 
is carrying things a bit too far. 

For instance, Eisenhower 
'stated, “The new deal did not 
solve the unemployment problem. 
Nine million Americans were still 
•out of work in 1939.” The fact is 
that the Democrats inherited the 
depression from the “Old Guard” 
;and in the first seven years of the 
Hoosevelt administration, he re¬ 
duced unemployment 40 per cent. 

Eisenhower also said in his 
.-speech that there was no eco¬ 
nomic growth and no rise in the 
standard of living since 1945. 
However, it is interesting to note 
in the Federal Reserve bulletin 
dated September, 1952, that there 
has been only one month since 
1945 that industrial production 
:has failed to increase. This was 
the month of July when the na¬ 
tion suffered one of its most 
paralyzing strikes in the steel 
industry. Anyone with the barest 
knowledge of economics will 
maintain that increased indus¬ 
trial production leads to economic 
growth. 

I take exception to Eisen¬ 
hower’s statement that the spend¬ 
ing of peoples’ savings after the 
war caused production to remain 
high. We, the American people, 
are saving more money now than 
we ever did before and have con¬ 
tinued to do so since 1946. In 1929, 
at the peak of Republican pros¬ 
perity, it was only 4 per cent. 
Since 1948, the people of this 
country saved on the average 5 
per cent of their yearly income 
through 1951. This fact can be 
checked in the Federal Reserve 
Bulletin, September, 1952. 

Mr. Eisenhower keeps talking 
about high taxes and what he is 
going to do about them. I 
wonder if he knows that it is 
only theory that if you reduce 
taxes it increases the money in 
the hands of the consumer, there¬ 
fore stimulating consumer pur¬ 
chases. In actual practice, this 
tax reduction benefits the high 
income bracket, which represents 
about one-tenth of the population, 
and since they cannot increase 
their consumption appreciatively, 
they put this money into over¬ 
expansion of business, and since 
the consumers don’t have the 
money to'buy, overproduction is 
the result and a recession soon 
follows. 

I feel it very significant that 
several great men of the Repub¬ 
lican party have deserted Eisen¬ 


hower and said that they will 
support Governor Stevenson. Two 
of these notables are Senator 
Morris of Oregon and Governor 
Warren of California. Eisen¬ 
hower is on leave of absence 
from Columbia university and 
has been gone over a year. How¬ 
ever, the students remember him. 
Their student newspaper has just 
recently endorsed Stevenson. Per¬ 
haps this is an indication of how 
people will vote in November 
when the truth about Eisenhower 
finally comes to light.

Letter to the Editor 

To my good friend, Jo Ann 
Tedford, 

Editor, Bradley Scout, 

And anyone else who may read 
this: 

Many many years ago (so the 
story goes) there lived in a 
rather prominent city in New 
England, a man by the name of 
Henery Benson. Now Henery was 
a wealthy man, possessing much 
land, stocks, bonds and material 
goods. However, he was not sel¬ 
fish. He gave much money to 
charity and established a large 
hospital, for which he served 
many years as the chairman of 
the board of trustees of that in¬ 
stitution. And when Henery died, 
he left his entire fortune to the 
hospital . . . but upon one condi¬ 
tion. At each meeting of the

Present, 
but not voting! . . . wearing live 
men’s clothing . . . taking the po¬ 
sition of living persons . . . yet 
dead to their obligations of citi¬ 
zenship. We as college people are 
supposed to be the “cream of the 
cream’’ of society. We are the 
people who someday will assume 
leadership in our business, politi¬ 
cal, scientfic and educational 
fields. But can we claim this lea¬ 
dership if we shirk the responsi¬ 
bility toward the function which 
has made possible America’s 
leadership in all of these fields 
and many more. The right to vote 
is an unusual privilege. As some¬ 
one has said, “If you don’t use it, 
you lose it.’’ 

I don’t mean to “wave the flag’’ 
but this is a serious matter. I 
hope it can be remedied. It is im¬ 
portant that we realize our obli¬ 
gations of citizenship while we 
are at our present age for we are 
the ones who will someday in¬ 
herit these United States, and

Governor Stevenson has a 
point. Careful scrutiny of the 
record is necessary in order to 
have a broad view of his failure 
and lackadazical attitude. The 
most authoritative source on the 
situation in Illinois and Chicago 
is the Chicago Crime commission, 
a non-partisan citizens organiza¬ 
tion, founded in 1919. 

Virgil W. Peterson, operating 
director of the commission, view¬ 
ed the story of the alliance of 
politics with crime and vice in 
Chicago — with tentacles that 
reach far across the country. The 
title of this book, BARBARIANS 
IN OUR MIDST, has a forward 
by Estes Kefauver. A few ex¬ 
cerpts, mostly about Jacob M.

can be pointed out by the 1944 
Democratic convention when Chi¬ 
cago was the host. Public opinion 
had it that Wallace would be the 
running mate of Roosevelt. 

He took the convention by 
storm with his crusading speech 
on behalf of the new deal ... On 
the platform Mayor Edward J. 
Kelly and Boss Frank Hague held 
a whisper conference. The con¬ 
vention was getting out of con¬ 
trol. In the face of roaring pro¬ 
tests from the delegates the 
chairman abruptly adjourned the 
convention. The next day Kelly, 
Hague, and Robert E. Hannegan 
of the Missouri Pendergast ma¬ 
chine had things under control. 
Harry S. Truman was named as 
the candidate and we are now 
suffering the effects of this politi- i 
cal wedding with syndicated 
crime. 

Chicago “hoods" controlled the 
1944 convention, they controlled 
the 1952 convention, and they con¬ 
trol Stevenson. Cook county gave 
Stevenson 62% of the vote that he 
received for governor. It is his 
single most important responsi¬ 
bility in the state. 

Opinions differ as to Governor 
Stevenson’s qualifications for the 
presidency. One thing, however, 
seems clear; the greater his quali¬ 
fications the stronger is the case 
against him. It is common know¬ 
ledge that at the Democratic na¬ 
tional convention, the big city 
politicians opposed the enthusias¬ 
tic popular support for Senator 
Kefauver. He has thrown the 
spot-light on their operations. The 
big city bosses were afraid of 
Kefauver—they apparently were 
not afraid of Stevenson.

Lucile Vogeler 
Will Speak 
at Fieldhouse 

Mrs. Lucile Vogeler, a Belgian 
woman who became an American 
citizen seven years ago will speak 
in the Bradley university field- 
house Oct. 20, at 8 p.m. 

This is part of the story she 
will tell: Her husband, Robert 
Vogeler, was a Communist pris¬ 
oner for 17 months on charges of 
espionage, sabotage and con¬ 
spiracy against the Hungarian 
government. His arrest touched 
off one of history’s most astound¬ 
ing and determined individual 
battles in behalf of freedom. 

Lucile Vogeler realized that her 
husband would receive ruthless 
treatment as a Communist pris¬ 
oner. She admitted that “I was 
either going to be a widow or I 
had to fight to save my husband’s 
life. In that fight I learned to 
pray.” 

Papers Gave Aid 

The newspapers and radio of 
the United States as well as the 
American Legion rallied to her 
side. She carried her fight to the 
President, the state department 
and top cabinet officers, to the 
British government and even into 
the European underworld. 

She finally succeeded in bring¬ 
ing some vital economic and dip¬ 
lomatic pressures to bear on her 
husband’s captors. On April 28, 
1951, after 17 months of solitary 
confinement, Robert Vogeler 
walked across the Hungarian bor¬ 
der. 

His release had been secured 
by the United States government, 
because of his wife’s relentless 
and gallant fight. 

Hiram Walker’s Sponsor 

Mrs. Vogeler’s appearance in 
Peoria will be sponsored by the 
Hiram Walker Employees’ club 
and will be open free to the pub- 
lice. Last year, the club sponsor¬ 
ed the appearance of Mr. Ben¬ 
jamin Gitlow, self-confessed Com¬ 
munist leader, as a community 
service. 

Due to the continued emphasis 
on Communism throughout the 
world apd the lack of accurate in¬ 
formation from Eastern Europe 
and Asia, it was decided to bring 
another well-known figure who 
has had personal contact with 
Communism to the Peoria area. 
Chapel credit will be given to 
Bradley students.

A report from Mrs. Merribel 
Petran, R.N., in charge of the 
new student health service at 
Bradley university, discloses con¬ 
siderable activity in the dispens¬ 
ary during the first two weeks of 
the operation of this new project. 

A summary of the patients 
seen during the first two weeks 
of operation is as follows: 22 
colds, 12 fraternity football in¬ 
juries, 9 sore throats, 8 skin 
eruptions, 7 lacerations, 2 sinusi¬ 
tis, 1 nose bleed, 1 burn, 1 gas¬ 
troenteritis, 1 cardiac condition, 
10 miscellaneous injuries, 11 mis¬ 
cellaneous illnesses. 

Seventy-seven students and 
eight faculty members visited the 
dispensary during the first two 
weeks of operation. 

Dr. R. C. Dunseth treated 51 of 
the 85 patients. 

The new student health service 
is located in Alumni hall. Dr. R. 
C. Dunseth, the university physi¬ 
cian, is on duty each morning, 
Monday through Friday, and 
Mrs. Merribel Petran, R.N., is on 
duty throughout the day. This 
service is free to all students, 
faculty and staff members. 

A university health council, 
composed of Vice-President A. G. 
Haussler, chairman; medical ad¬ 
visor Dr. Harold A. Vonachen; 
Dr. R. C. Dunseth; Mrs. Merribel 
Petran, R.N., Dr. Olive B. White, 
Dean of Women; and A. J. Berg¬ 
strom, chairman of division of 
health, physical education and 
coaching, is functioning as a body 
to set health standards for the 
university.

Col. Woodrow B. Wilmot, presi¬ 
dent of air science and tactics at 
Bradley university, was recently 
promoted to the rank of full 
colonel in the United States air 
force. 

Col. Wilmot, a graduate of 
Bradley university in 1937, enter¬ 
ed the flying cadets in 1938, re¬ 
ceiving his commission as a re¬ 
sult. He served as a fighter pilot 
during World War II, flying such 
aircraft as a P-40 at Hawaii, a 
P-39 at Guadalcanal, and a P-51 
in Italy. Stationed at Pearl Har¬ 
bor on Dec. 7, 1941, he witnessed 
the sneak attack on the Pacific 
island. 

Doing as much flying today as 
possible, Col. Wilmot averages 
between 10-15 hours monthly with 
the local air national guard unit. 
He recently flew 20 air police 
cadets to Randolph field, Tex., 
where the cadets witnessed the 
operation of an air force base.

Wayne has some 16,400 stu¬ 
dents, but only eleven of them 
can get on the field at one time 
against the Braves. 


THE REASON for this return 
to daylight is the Bradley home¬ 
coming game.

The senior scat- 
back, whose draft board is locat¬ 
ed in Alpena, Mich., did not see 
one single minute of action in the 
first four games, but came back 
to spark the Tartars during the 
rest of the season by carrying 63 
times for 513 yards and six touch¬ 
downs.

A large proportion of 
these are students, whose admission brings little revenue to 
the athletic department. 

Now we are approaching the annual homecoming game, 
the traditional day of return for all the alumni who can make 
the trip back to hallowed alma mater. But how many will 
hit the road ? Not too many. And how many of Peoria’s foot¬ 
ball “fans” will venture out to the Stadium for an afternoon 
of football? Same answer. 

Up to 1949, Bradley played all its games at night. Many 
people complained, so the homecoming game with Delaware 
was slated for a Saturday afternoon. This started a spiral 
which reached its orb when last year, three home afternoon 
games were played. So this year, the night game again came 
into vogue, and people began the old chant, “Why don’t they 
play in the afternoon?” So Saturday comes the afternoon 
game, and how many will be there? Don’t bet your life on 
7,000. 

Much criticism has been directed at the student for this 
sorry, state of affairs. But why is the student to blame ? His 
admission^ is paid whether he attends or not. So who is at 
fault? The alums who care more for other institutions than 
they do of their alma mater. 

Without the support of these people, Bradley football is 
doomed. The athletic department has done a fine job in 
arranging an attractive schedule, but its efforts have gone 
for naught. Teams like Wichita and Bowling Green demand 
large guarantees for road games. To attract them, Bradley 
must pay large sums, and this money is lost if the games are 
not played before decent sized crowds. 

In years gone by, Bradley has entered the field of friendly 
strife with such teams as Eureka, Millikin, Illinois college, 
Franklin, Augusta and St. Viator. Do you want to see a 
return to such a schedule? 

If you don’t—talk. Take every opportunity to plug Bradley 
football. Talk to alums, to townspeople, to friends, to every¬ 
one. Let’s have some crowds at these games. If the crowds 
don’t come, Bradley may have to do without high-grade foot¬ 
ball—or even any football.

Qualification Test 
To Be Given Dec. 4 

Col. Paul G. Armstrong, Illinois 
state director of selective service, 
announced today that the selec¬ 
tive service college qualification 
test will be given on Dec. 4, 1952 
and Apr. 23, 1953, at 42 colleges 
in Illinois including ten in Chi¬ 
cago. Local boards use the test 
scores, or the class standing of 
students as reported by the col¬ 
leges, to determine eligibility for 
consideration for deferment. 

Only full time college students 
who have not previously taken 
the test are eligible to apply for 
testing on one of the above dates, 
Col. Armstrong emphasized. Stu¬ 
dents may obtain application 
blanks, special mailing envelopes 
and information bulletins con¬ 
cerning the test at any local 
board, not necessarily their own 
local board. 

Application for the Dec. 4 test 
must be postmarked not later 
than midnight Nov. 1, 1952 and 
for the Apr. 23 test not later than 
midnight March 9, 1953.

Dwight Eisenhower is becoming 
more confused, worried and 
dispirited. There are, of course, 
many reasons for this. For one 
thing Eisenhower does not have 
the ability to cope with his many 
dissident advisers, who in fight¬ 
ing each other are slowly destroy¬ 
ing their candidate. 

By descending into low-level 
campaigning, it is indicative that 
Eisenhower realizes he is losing 
the battle for the presidency. 
After 40 years of military service, 
Eisenhower appears to think any 
measures expedient, whether 
morally right or not, if they are 
helpful in achieving victory. 

The most pitiful thing about 
the Eisenhower tragedy is that 
it is all in vain. By falling into 
the grasp of such crazy-minded 
isolationists as the Tafts, the 
Jenners and the Dirksens, he is 
causing the independent voter to 
turn away in disgust and only 
the die-hard Republicans are left 
to cheer. 

On the other hand, Governor 
Adlai Stevenson appears on the 
political scene like a breath of 
fresh air, clarifying his position 
on the major issues with amazing 
wisdom and great philosophical 
insight. There is no political, eco¬ 
nomical or moral subject on 
which he has not made a clear 
and open stand, even to the point 
of refuting selfish groups to their 
faces. 

The new depths of low-level 
Republican campaigning are the 
sinster interpretations of Gover¬ 
nor Stevenson’s connection with 
Alger Hiss. I would like to point 
out that General Eisenhower’s 
affiliation with this Communist 


was even more pronounced then 
the Governor. Eisenhower was a 
member of the Board of Trustees 
of the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace in 1948, while 
Hiss was president of the organi¬ 
zation. The board, while Eisen¬ 
hower was a member, declined 
Hiss’ proffered resignation in the 
face of charges questioning his 
loyalty and voted him a three- 
month leave of absence while he 
defended himself. All Stevenson 
did was to make a deposition in 
Hiss’ first trial saying that so far 
as he had heard Hiss’ reputation 
was good. 

The American people in 1948 
showed their good judgment by 
electing President Truman to 
serve four more years. This time, 
on Nov. 4, they will again prove 
that they retain that good judg¬ 
ment and let General Eisenhower, 
like another general, just “fade 
away.” 

Vets To Bring 
Eligibility Sheets 
To Special Services 

Korean veterans should be sure 
to bring to the office of special 
services, as soon as they are re¬ 
ceived, their certificates of eligi¬ 
bility for training under public 
law number 550. 

It is also necessary for veter¬ 
ans attending school under the 
Korean bill to report to the office 
of special services monthly to 
sign a certificate relative to their 
attendance in school. If a veteran 
does not bring in his certificate 
and does not report monthly, he 
will receive no benefits from the 
veterans’ administration.

It was mentioned in this col¬ 
umn before, that if Stevenson is 
a qualified man, then he is all 
the more responsible for his mis¬ 
takes and misstatements.

After the horsemeat scandal, he 
said, “ . . . government heads are 
not responsible for all the acts of 
their subordinates.” Doesn’t this 
sound like the hedging of an out¬ 
spoken man? 

As for the clean government 
and the cleaning up of crime, the 
facts speak for themselves . . . 
(Colliers 4-15-50) “There are at 
least 20,000 slot machines oper¬ 
ating openly in Illinois. Does this 
speak well for a clean up?” 

Then Mr. Stevenson’s saying 
that all of his appointments were 
of dedicated men who followed 
him on a reform wave to Spring- 
field; men who sacrificed much in 
private life to serve the state: 
Director of Agriculture; Young 
—horsemeat (under fire) 

Director of Finance; Mitchell— 
fired 


Director of Labor; Annunzio—in¬ 
surance scandal (under fire) 
Chief of Food Inspection; Wray— 
horsemeat 

Executive Secretary; Race tracks 
—fired 

It does not seem moral or right 
for a man in government to for¬ 
sake his trust and honesty, then 
only be fired and not punished. 
It’s pretty good if it can be done. 
Other Promises 

“Hire public servants, not poli¬ 
tical workers.” 

“Cut minimum voting age from 
21 to 18.” 

“Cut costs of government . . .” 

Then this man signs appropria¬ 
tions bills sufficient to use all 
state income for the next two 
years, as well as the treasury sur¬ 
plus left by the Republicans. 
(66th G.A.) 

This is the man’s record; these 
are the facts—he has no other 
record to be judged by besides 
his reign as governor. It should 
be adequate to defeat a greater 
and wittier speaker.

Scholarship Forms 
May Be Obtained 
From Dean Gault 

Bradley students interested in 
applying for a Rhodes scholarship 
for entrance into Oxford univer¬ 
sity in October, 1953, should con¬ 
tact Dean A. E. Gault in his office 
in Bradley hall faculty lounge. 
Election to the scholarships will 
be held in all states in December, 
1952. 

To be eligible a candidate 
must: 

1. Be a male citizen of the 
United States, with at least five 
years’ domicile, and unmarried. 

2. Be between the ages of 19 
and 25 on Oct. 1, 1953. (A can¬ 
didate who would otherwise be 
over the age limit but who has 
had at least 90 days of active 
service in the Armed Forces of 
the U. S. A. since June 27, 1950, 
may deduct the period of his 
service from his actual age if 
by so doing he will qualify 
under the regulations.) 

3. Have completed at least 
his sophomore year by the time 
of application. 

4. Receive official endorse¬ 
ment of his college or univer¬ 
sity. 

A candidate may apply either 
in the state in which he resides 
or in the state in which he may 
have received at least two years 
of his college education. Applica¬ 
tions must be in the hands of the 
secretary of the state committee

“I am glad to see the mills of - 

the student council grinding,” Mr. 

Newell Younggren told a lunch¬ 
eon meeting of the council this 
week in his talk on improvement 
of faculty instruction. 

Mr. Younggren outlined the 
work that has been done in the 
past toward faculty rating and 
cited lack of time and misunder¬ 
standing as the principle reasons 
for previous unsatisfactory re¬ 
sults. 

Dr. Chester E. Sipple ( who has 
worked with faculty rating for 
many years, told the council that 
“good instruction is not obtained 
by decree . . . you cannot tell a 
teacher he must improve and ex¬ 
pect improvement.” The instruc¬ 
tor must know why and how, he 
explained. The rating scale is 
something concrete, he said, and 
is easily administered and the 
results clearly seen. 

The evaluation of instruction is 
based on 1) that the purpose be 
improvement of instruction, not 
means of dismissing instructors 
and 2) that the value depends on 
the confidence that both the stu¬ 
dent and the instructor has in 
the rating scale. This is what we 
are striving for, Dr. Sipple said.

Don't Let Them Take It Away

During the past few weeks I have talked to a number of 
people who are considering to cast their vote for the Repub¬ 
lican candidate for the presidency... When I asked why they 
were going to do this the same old reply of “it’s time for a 
change” was given to me. They were vague about what the 
change would mean to them, as the Republican party is vague 
about what they would do for the country if they were elected 
to office. 

In this article I am going to point out the great peril this 
country would face if the Republicans and their military can¬ 
didate should win the election. Back in 1932 Republican “pros¬ 
perity” made the dollar high and farm products cheap. Farms 
were foreclosed by the thousands and under the G. 0. P. small 
business men went broke. (Is this the change we want?) 

Franklin Roosevelt started a change in 1932 ... A change 
for the better which is progress. He and the Democrats put 
farmers back on their feet, promoting R. E. A. electricity, 
soil conservation and crop price supports. Farmers now earn 
nine times their 1932 income and with Stevenson our income 
will go even higher and get even better. The Republicans 
fought these changes of progress and there is no reason to 
believe they will not continue to fight them. 

Labor has gained perhaps more from the past 20 years of 
Democratic administration than any other phase of American 
livelihood. Before the Democrats took over, slums were every¬ 
where and people worked 60 hours a week in dark shacks for 
almost nothing. Now they work 40 hours a week in a clean 
shop and get a living wage. Today a laborer drives a fine 
car, watches the same television programs and enjoys the 
same home conveniences as his employers. (Remember the 
Republicans want to change all this.) 

The women voters are especially grateful to the Democrats 
because now their children are being better educated and they 
have good food and good health. They know that their big 
grocery bills would get even higher if the Republicans came 
into power. (The Republicans have just about wrecked the 
few controls that we have and they are on record for killing 
controls.)

Eisenhower vs. Eisenhower

he said, “Our strength was allowed to disappear instead of 
being used logically and intelligently to promote peace.” 

In Abilene, Kans., on June 5, 1952, he stated, “I do not 
believe in the present situation there is any clear-cut answer 
to the present Korean war.” However, on Oct. 8, 1952, he said 
“Without weakening the security of the free world I pledge 
full dedication to the job of finding an intelligent and honor¬ 
able way to end the tragic toll of American casualties in 
Korea.”

Mr. Linsley also questioned 
Mr. Angle’s ability to defend his 
convictions by debate with Pete 
Velde. He hinted that the stu¬ 
dents were anxiously anticipating 
such a debate. I don’t know of 
any such students, except Wil¬ 
liam Linsley. 

I think, as do many other stu¬ 
dents I’ve talked to, that Mr. 
Angle is doing a very good job of 
defending his convictions in his 
column. A debate with the repre¬ 
sentative’s son would certainly 
be no criteria for judging the ac¬ 
tions of his father. 

Adlai Stevenson is the man for 
the presidency and the citizens 
who believe in progress instead 
of backward thinking should vote 
the Democratic ticket on election 
day.

Vogeler will be the guest of 
Dr. and Mrs. Nicholas Nyaradi, 
Bradley university professor-at- 
large, during his stay in Peoria. 
Nyaradi will introduce the speak¬ 
er when he appears at the field- 
house. 

Mrs. Vogeler’s appearance in 
Peoria was sponsored by the 
Hiram Walker Employees* club. 
She told the story of her deter¬ 
mined battle to free her husband 
who was a Communist prisoner 
for 17 months on charges of es¬ 
pionage, sabotage and conspiracy 
against the Hungarian govern¬ 
ment. 

News Support 

She told how the newspapers 
and radio of the United States as 
well as the American Legion 
rallied to her side. She carried 
her fight to the President, the 
state department and top cabinet 
officers, to the British govern¬ 
ment and even into the European 
underworld. 

She finally succeeded in bring¬ 
ing some vital economic and dip¬ 
lomatic pressures to bear on her 
husband’s captors. On April 28, 
1951, after 17 months of solitary 
confinement, Robert Vogeler 
walked across the Hungarian 
border.

Australia is an interesting coun¬ 
try.

The Australian people are 
essentially easy going folk who 
believe in giving the “other bloke 
a fair go.” They have a great 
love for sport. They work hard, 
but not so hard that it will stop 
their time for leisure and the 
time to enjoy life. I’ve met many 
American ex-servicemen who were 
on leave there during the war. 
Almost without exception they 
enjoyed their time in Sydney, 
Melbourne, Brisbane, or in the 
country districts. They found the 
people very easy to get along 
with. However, there are differ¬ 
ences, as many Americans found 
who settled there immediately 
after the war. Many who started 
their own businesses found Amer¬ 
ican ideas transplanted “as is” 
just didn’t take. Those Ameri¬ 
cans who made allowances for the 
differences settled down very 
well. 

One of the greatest problems 
in Australia, particularly inland 
Australia, is lack of water. While 
the greater part of the inland is 
not the desert many people 
imagine it to be, even so, without 
water it will not be much more 
productive than it is now. 

Strategically Australia is very 
important. The Southwest Pacific 
area is one of the major strategic 


areas of the world. Australia is 
the only English-speaking coun¬ 
try in the two-thirds of the world 
between Western Europe and 
America. 

Australia will never become as 
wealthy or as powerful a nation 
as the United States, but it will 
become a strong and virile nation, 
and its inhabitants will develop 
into a great people.

Thursday, November 6, 1952 - 



Bradley will not be able to 
compete in the 1953 NCAA bas- 
ketball tournament. 

The National Collegiate Athle¬ 
tic association has rebuked the 
Braves for irregularities concern¬ 
ing enrollment. Bradley was not 
suspended from any other NCAA 
activity. 

The ban would go into effect 
only if Bradley were to compile a 
record which would make man¬ 
datory an NCAA invitation. Not 
being a member of a conference, 
Bradley would not be in line for 
a mandatory invitation. 


WALTER Byers, executive sec¬ 
retary of the NCAA, says that 
Bradley is to be commended for 
taking immediate action in cor¬ 
recting athletic practices. 

Prof. Philip Becker, chairman 
of the Bradley faculty committee 
of physical education and ath¬ 
letics, said in a prepared state¬ 
ment Monday, “While we feel 
that our athletic program has 
always been much sounder than 
is commonly supposed by many 
unacquainted with the situation 
here ... we plan to accept like 
good sports our rebuke from the 
NCAA . . .” 



At the same Kansas City meet¬ 
ing, the NCAA suspended Ken¬ 
tucky from playing its members 
for one year. At that time, Ken¬ 
tucky dropped basketball for the 
1952-53 season. 


You Can't Tie Bradley ... 

13 Years Since 
Last Braves Draw 


Bradley Beats 
ND State, 29-13 


Bradley closed its home foot¬ 
ball season on a victorious note 
Thursday night by beating stub¬ 
born North Dakota State, 29-13. 

The Braves scored early in the 
game on runs of 42 and 54 yards 
by Burnett Lewis and Jim Var- 
nado to lead 12-0 after eleven 
minutes of the first quarter and 
were never headed. 

State picked up a touchdown 
less than two minutes later on 
John Sowa’s 13-yard run to cut 
the lead to 12-7 at the quarter. 

BRADLEY added ten more 
points in the second period on 
a 13-yard touchdown pass from 
Don Stamp to Leo Davis. Gene 
Waller converted, and then added 
a field goal from the four-yard 
line with a minute left in the half. 

After a scoreless third period, 
both teams hit for one touch¬ 
down in the fourth quarter. 
Benny Noland scored from the 
five for State, and Stamp went 
35 yards on a quarterback sneak 
for the Bradley score. Waller’s 
kick set up the final score. 

Bradley’s offense was brilliant, 
picking up 338 yards from scrim¬ 
mage to State’s 118. 


It is said that there is noth¬ 
ing more disappointing to 
players and fans than a tie. 

If that is true, Bradley 
fans know little of great dis¬ 
appointment. 

Bradley has not been involved 
in a tie since Oct. 6, 1939—94 
games ago. 

On that afternoon, A. J. Rob¬ 
ertson’s Braves played to a score¬ 
less deadlock with St. Louis. The 
tie was the second straight for 
Bradley, following the famous 0-0 
game with the University of 
Illinois.

A new manner of selecting 
cadets for promotion has been 
put in operation at Bradley. The 
new method, which promises to 
be one of the fairest used any¬ 
where, will make it necessary for 
any cadet recommended for a 
promotion to pass a written 
exam. 

These tests, which will vary in 
size and scope, become progress¬ 
ively harder as the cadet seeks 
higher rank. Here’s how the new 
method will work. 

Each cadet who is recommend¬ 
ed for promotion by a group or 
squadron commander is required 
first to take a written test. These 
tests are given between the 25th 
and the 30th of each month in 
Friedrich hall. These papers are 
then graded and sent along with 
the recommendation for promo¬ 
tion before the board. This board 
consists of eight cadets who are 
chosen by commandant of cadets, 
Captain James Murphy and 
M/Sgt. Beaver at the recommen¬ 
dation of Cadet Commander Dan 
Edwards. 

This board, which convenes be¬ 
tween the first and the fifth of 
each month, must then review 
the cadet’s test grade and his 
military aptitude and vote on 
their findings. Seven of the eight 
board members vote, with the 
chairman abstaining. 

The board’s recommendation is 
then given to Cadet Commander 
Edwards. Between the fifth and 
the tenth of the month Command¬ 
er Edwards either approves or 
rejects the promotion, and the 
list is posted on the 15th. 

The non-commissioned officer’s 
test include questions pertaining 
to elementary rudiments of drill. 
The officer’s exam adds ques¬ 
tions on exercise of command 
and military courtesy. 

The field grade officer’s exam, 
those for majors and Lt. Colonels, 
are essay type exams.

o is living room. It was necessary to inconvenience himself to 
obtain facts. As a result the facts meant more. A little deeper 
impression was made when a candidate said something that the 
voter liked—or didn’t like. 

Since then, however, a modern phase of journalism has been 
produced, perhaps a little less ethical than we might like to realize. 
The media of radio, television, magazines and daily newspapers 
have changed the entire psychology of the masses. It has given 
political factions a powerful tool of opinion-forming; one that has 
perhaps arisen so rapidly that its users aren’t skilled enough to use 
it wisely. Slowly, it seems to the observer, the masters of the 
innuendo, the half-truth and the falsehood have gained control of 
these media. Television and radio carried the main brunt of this 
campaign for both candidates. Newspapers, magazines and other 
periodicals also added their voices. They shouted loudly in the 
voter’s ear. This was not a vice in itself, but many times the voice 
was far from ethical: not a few times it was untruthful. The most 
alarming part of this rise was that many times the voice of self* 
analization was shouted down. It was much easier to adopt the 
pre-cut ideas of publicized experts. Public apathy grew in the face 
of overwhelming expert analysis. The slantings of all sorts of views 
were accepted blindly. The voter believed it because he had been 
conditioned by these same propagandists to believe that anything 
he saw in print or heard on the radio was the unquestionable truth. 

Slowly, and expertly, the individual is being taught to depend 
on the ideas of others for their decisions. In the light of past cam¬ 
paigns. the one so recently concluded assumed the proportions of a 
three-ring circus. The only thing that could win points for one side 
was a masterpiece of mass-psychological propaganda. All level¬ 
headed, sincere attempts at campaigning were soon found to be 
impotent. Modern methods on one side necessitated like measures 
from the other. Over the years this snowball has been gaining 
momentum. The thinking mind is being relegated to the background. 
Where it will end is unanswerable. However, one thing is evident. 
The cultural lag is showing itself. The proper proportion of individual 
thought is becoming more blurred. 

Perhaps it is trite to refer to the old panacea of the “rising 
generation” as the only out. However, if those in influential positions 
continue to follow their present policies, a completely rejuvenited 
journalistic ideology might prove to be the only answer.

Bookstore Issues Policy 
To SC Committee 


rage Five 


Some weeks ago the student 
council appointed a committee to 
investigate the policies and pro¬ 
cedures of the Bradley bookstore. 
The committee, under the super¬ 
vision of Sue Verner, obtained a 
statement of policy by which the 
bookstore will operate in the fu¬ 
ture. Excerpts from this state¬ 
ment are listed below: 

“The bookstore was opened at 
the insistence of the students who 
manifested a dissatisfaction with 
the policies of the independent 
store which had the concession 
for many years prior to Septem¬ 
ber, 1949. 

“The policy of textbook pub¬ 
lishers is well-defined and very 
positive. The maximum allowable 
discount given by most publish¬ 
ers is 20 per cent of list price; a 
few give as little as 10 per cent. 

“Textbooks are returnable at 
full value where classes have been 
dropped and the student has a 
drop slip signed by his dean or 
| counsellor . . . The foregoing 
regulation applies if there is no 
writing in the book and it is 
otherwise re-salable as a new 
book. 

[ “It is a well-recognized fact 
that textbooks, for the past three 
years, have substantially in¬ 
creased in price from publishers. 

“Due to the fact that we have 
in effect the “first-in, first-out” 
method, thereby not raising the 
price of books carried over after 
a price increase has been received 
on a re-order, it is not unusual to 
have at least two list prices on 
the same text. 

| “Because of the many factors 
entering into the cost of new 
textbooks i.e. freight, handling, 
etc. there is less gross, conse¬ 
quently less net profit in their 
handling than in any other ar¬ 
ticle retailed by the store, 
i “The established price policy 
for the purchase of used text¬ 
books from students is one-half 
of the current list price, new. 
This amount is paid for only the 
number of books of each title 
needed. 

, “Profit on such transactions is 
dependent upon 100 per cent re¬ 
sale of used books purchased. 
The bookstore takes the risk of 
such books becoming obsolete, 
due to new editions, or a possible 
overstock not returnable due to 
an over estimate of enrollment, 
etc/’

L THE 1926 team was one of the best in Bradley history. But who 
is to say that it is any better than this year’s club. 

As an example, take Jim Harms, who was mentioned in this 
column last week. He was an all-stater at DeKalb—a quarterback. 

e came to Bradley at a time when Bus Mertes desperately needed 
3 ^gnal-caller, but one week here showed Harms that he could not 
possibly stick in the class of ball that Bradley plays, and he went 
home to enroll at Northern Illinois. 

He immediately stepped into the No. 1 role at Northern and has 
ranked near the top of the backs in his league as a freshman. And 
there are still people who say that other football around the state 
is every bit as good as Bradley! 

No, the answer is not a return to scheduling Eureka, Wabash, 
Carthage and others. Bradley is now playing interesting games with 
teams on a par with it, and there is no reason to stop doing so. 

You can’t turn back the clock a quarter century in football.

In the spring of 1947, shortly 
after the formulation of the Tru¬ 
man doctrine, he was named to 
the inter-departmental committee 
sitting in Washington to set up 
military and economic aid mis¬ 
sions then being planned. 

Asignment In Greece 

He accompanied Greek mission 
chief Dwight Griswold (former 
governor of Nebraska) to Athens 
in July, 1947 and remained in 
Greece until the end of 1948, 
during which time he was in 
charge of all United States prop¬ 
aganda. This was the period

2. Dormitory competition will be confined 
to residents as of Nov. 1, 1952. 

3. Students under 18 years of age will not 
count as a member of the organization in 
computing percentages. 

4. Housemothers will not be included and 
will not count as a member of the organiza¬ 
tion in computing percentages. 

5. It will be permissable for one person 
to donate as often as he or she wishes in 
accordance with the rules and regulations 
set up by the Peoria Regional Blood center. 
This will make it possible for some organi¬ 
zations to increase their percentage beyond 
100%. (The Peoria Regional Blood center, 
241 N. Perry ave., is open Tuesdays from 
2 to 7 p.m. and Fridays from 11 a.m. to 
4 p.m.) 

6. Only one rejection will count in the 
contest. 

7. Only one rejection will be accepted 
toward chapel credit. 

8. One chapel credit will be given for each 
pint of blood. 

9. It will be permissable for individuals to 
make arrangements to donate their blood at • 
the Regional Blood center rather than at 
the bloodmobile and their donation will 
count toward the university and organiza¬ 
tion indicated by them. 

10. The contest will close on Feb. 1, 1953. 

11. The Independents will compete in the 
fraternity contest due to the fact that the 
majority of members are male and the en¬ 
rollment of the organization compares favor¬ 
ably with that of the fraternities. This will 
be confined to their paid up members as of 
Nov. 1, 1952. 

12. The collection will be from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. on Tuesday, Jan. 13, and from 9a.m. 
to 3 p.m. on Wednesday, Jan. 14. If you 
want to give twice, the second time call the 
Blood Bank and make an appointment. It 
will be counted. 

13. The Bradley drive officially began

Two Other Chapels 

Two other speakers appear on 
the Bradley lecture series before 
Thanksgiving vacation. 

Dr. Alexander Baird, head of 
the Bradley economics depart¬ 
ment, will address a Sunday 
chapel entitled, “Soviet War Econ¬ 
omy.” The program is at 4 p.m. 
in the auditorium. 

“Britain and the Middle East” 
is the subject to be covered Tues¬ 
day night by Sir Reader Bullard, 
retired member of the British 
diplomatic corps. Sir Reader Bull¬ 
ard probably has as wide experi¬ 
ence of the Middle East as any 
man living. 

Of his 40 years in the British 
consular and diplomatic service, 
36 were spent in or near that im¬ 
portant area. He spent seven 
years as wartime ambassador to 
Iran and witnessed the historic 
Teheran conference attended by 
Roosevelt, Stalin, and Churchill. 
Sir Bullard will speak in the field- 
house at 8:15 p.m. Tuesday. 


45 Schools Represented 
At Bradley Invitational 

If speech really is silver, the Bradley campus should shine 
like a set of sterling tomorrow and Saturday as more than 
400 attend the largest invitational speech tournament in the 
Midwest.- 


At least 45 colleges and univer¬ 
sities from nine midwestem 
states are .expected to send rep¬ 
resentatives to the university’s 
sixth annual speech tourney, 
sponsored by Pi Kappa Delta, 
honorary debate and oratory fra¬ 
ternity. 

Contestants will vie for awards 
in seven main divisions: oratory, 
radio newscasting, folktale tell¬ 
ing, after dinner speaking, dis¬ 
cussions, extemporaneous speak¬ 
ing, and debate. Everything from 
combating Communism to hu¬ 
morous dating data is listed on 
the forensic agenda. 

Fieldhouse HQ 

Headquarters will be located in 
the Robertson Memorial field- 
house foyer, but all parts of the 
campus and surrounding area 
will be utilized. The Peoria Asso¬ 
ciation of Commerce wil assist in 
making hotel accomodations, and 
the offices of deans Chester E. 
Sipple and Leslie E. Tucker will 
aid in local arrangements. 

From a nine or ten school 
representation in its initial year, 
the tournament has grown into 
one of the largest preseasonal 
tournaments in the country. The 
idea was originated in 1947 by 
David W. Meister, then a senior 
student and now director of pub¬ 
lic relations at the university. 
Meister’s plan for a pre-seasonal 
meet won the approval of Bradley 
president David B. Owen and 
Clara K. Mawhinney, head of the 
speech department, and the tour¬ 
ney was inaugurated in Novem¬ 
ber, 1947. 

In 1948, tournament attendance 
reached 220 from 26 midwestern 
schools in five states. Each year 
registration has mounted. This 
year’s tourney will probably set 
a new attendance record.

Friday’s program will begin 
with registration at 8 a.m. in the 
fieldhouse foyer. Contests will 
occupy the rest of the day’s pro¬ 
gram with a tournament dinner 
scheduled for 6:15 p.m.

Awards on all con¬ 
tests will be presented at 12:30 
p.m.

lieving their doctrine dangerous 
and their campaign seditious, 
pelted them with rotten eggs, 
stoned and beat them. It empha¬ 
sizes the impetus given the 
cause by the death of three men 
who sacrificed their lives as 
martyrs to the Negro’s freedom. 


Miss Wolf received the AB 
degree at Bradley University and 
the MA, with a major in Ameri¬ 
can history, at the University of 
Wisconsin in Madison. As secre¬ 
tary of the Bradley Alumni Asso¬ 
ciation she edited for two years 
the old Alumni News and then 
served one year as the associa¬ 
tion’s national president. She 
has also served on various com¬ 
mittees for a number of Bradley 
alumni activities. Miss Wolf is 
instructor in American history 
at Manual Training High School 
in Peoria and this past summer 
taught history and government 
in the second term of Bradley 
summer session. 

In addition to “ON FREE¬ 
DOM’S ALTAR” she has auth¬ 
ored articles for the historical 
publications on a number of 
states and in 1944 edited a Civil 
War diary which ran serially in 
“MINNESOTA HISTORY,” pub¬ 
lication of the Minnesota Histor¬ 
ical Society. This spring she 
wrote for a local paper a series 
of six articles in explanation and 


interpretation of the American 
Bill of Rights. 

The September issue of the 
“MARYLAND HISTORICAL RE¬ 
VIEW” carries her story of one 
of the martyrs of “ON FREE¬ 
DOM’S ALTAR,” a man who died 
in a Maryland jail while serving 
sentence for aiding Negro slaves 
to escape from that state to free 
soil. Also in September, the 
author reviewed her book for the 
study group of the Peoria chap¬ 
ter of American Association of 
University Women.

Letter To 
The Editor 

Dear Editor: 

I, too, agree with Mr. Newton’s 
letter published in the Scout. The 
R.O.T.C. men are representing 
Bradley when they guard the cor¬ 
ners. Their good deeds are ac¬ 
credited to the university, and 
likewise their foolish actions are 
considered as a part of the ac¬ 
tions of the university. 

With due respect to the A.P., 
I have noticed that on numerous 
occasions the cadet on duty has 
shown poor judgment. The cadet 
on duty must remember that he 
must be a master of diplomacy, 
tact, and good judgement. When 
confronting civilians he should 
not, and cannot, treat them in 
the same fashion that he would 
treat the military personnel. Let 
me cite a few examples: A friend 
of mine was late for school one 
day, and his father offered to 
drive him to school. The pride of 
the R.O.T.C. stopped him at In¬ 
stitute (as they do at West 
Point, Annapolis, and other mili¬ 
tary schools) and with complete 
lack of tact forbade him to enter 
onto Institute. You can be sure 
that my friends’ father felt high¬ 
ly insulted by the A.P. and the 
school that they represented. I 
have seen people try to drive to 
their homes on Glenwood and be 
stopped. I understand that Presi¬ 
dent Owen has been stopped and 
forbidden to drive on Glenwood 
avenue. The president had to 
park on Bradley avenue and walk 
to his cottage. If Col. Wilmot in¬ 
sists upon having the boys repre¬ 
sent us, I wish they would do it 
in a manner in which our prestige 
would increase and not diminish. 

About stopping traffic on Main 
street, I’m sure that the workers 
at “Cat” do not enjoy being 
stopped. If Col. Wilmot would 
realize that most civilians are 
considerate, he would find the 
drivers stopping and allowing the 
troops to pass. Instead of relying 
upon the personal integrity and 
consideration of the individual, 
he chooses to place a force of 
“Keystone Cops” on Main street 
and other public streets to hinder 
traffic. 

I have been a part of military 
life and have served as a military 
policeman for quite a few 
months. A few fundamental poli¬ 
cies that I have been taught are: 

1. Military Police exist for the 
protection and control of mili¬ 
tary, not civilian, personnel. 

2. When it becomes necessary 
to deal with civilians, treat them 
in a cordial and friendly manner.

'TIME' Story 
Deals With 
School Finance 

In this week's issue of Time 
magazine, an article entitled ‘The 
Crisis" tells of the tremendous 
strides taken in American higher 
education, and the financial prob¬ 
lems that accompany this stride. 
The article tells of the findings 
of a committee of 12 from the 
Association of American univer¬ 
sities which show inflation as the 
primary cause of greater expense 
in American universities. 

The following are solutions to 
the problem as offered by the 
committee: 

“Research contracts should be 
made to cover all expenses. 
Though sponsored research from 
business and government has 
jumped from $20 to $225 million 
since 1940, contracts usually 
cover only direct expenses, and 
the campus itself must still pay 
the overhead. 

Education must press for a 
definite military manpower 
policy. The rise and fall of enroll¬ 
ments and the national confusion 
about student deferments have 
seriously harassed the colleges, 
for “no institution knows from 
year to year what commitments 
it can make." 

Tuitions should be raised in 
some instances. Though student 
fees have gone up 75% in the last 
ten years, they have still not 
reached their reasonable limit. 

U.S. campuses should join state 
or regional groups to solicit 
funds from new sources: corpor¬ 
ations (which still give only 
about one-tenth of 1% of their 
net income to higher education), 
alumni funds, labor unions. In 
terms of 1940 dollars, state gov¬ 
ernments have increased their 
support of higher education by 
only 6%. They could easily in¬ 
crease this amount by 50% with¬ 
out adding more than 4% to their 
budgets. 

Of all the sources of income 
available, however, the commis¬ 
sion firmly rejects the most ob¬ 
vious—and the most dangerous. 
Warns the commision: “We as a 
nation should call a halt at this 
time to the introduction of new 
programs of direct federal aid to 
colleges and universities. We also 
believe it undesirable for the 
government to expand the scope 
of its scholarship aid to individ¬ 
ual students . . . (lest) the free¬ 
dom of higher education ... be 
lost."

Seven students and four facul¬ 
ty members have been appointed 
to look into the possibilities of or¬ 
ganizing student government in 
such a pattern. 

3 Branches of SC 

At the present time, the stu¬ 
dent council performs the func¬ 
tions of all three major depart¬ 
ments (with the exception of 
traffic appeals which are decided 
upon by the university court). It 
is the feeling of the council that 
these duties could be more prac¬ 
tically performed if they were 
separated into their proper de¬ 
partments — judicial, legislative, 
and executive. A recommendation 
to that effect was sent to the 
president’s office, and the com¬ 
mittee was appointed. 

The committee will divide itself 
into separate sub-committees for 
research purposes, and prepare a 
draft of reorganization. The plan 
will then be presented to the stu¬ 
dent council for approval. If okay¬ 
ed by the council, it will be re¬ 
ferred to the students for a refer¬ 
endum vote.

Owen was named president of 
Bradley in 1946 to succeed Dr. F.

sity of Dubuque in 1947, and serv¬ 
ed as director of public relations 
and a member of the English de¬ 
partment at Bradley from 1936 to

NOTES ON A PADDED BOILER—Peering down from the far 
corner of Robertson fieldhouse’s nether regions, we noted a few 
interesting penominons in the opening of the 50th year of Bradley 
basketball. 

Forddy Anderson’s fifth Hilltop team, in reality a continuation 
of his fourth team, showed a great deal of development and gives 
evidence of being one of the best in the history of this institution. 
Aside from a shabby passing display in the first quarter, the team 
looked fine. Delaware, which brought nine men and a nine-game 
winning streak, was a good team which was out of its class. The 
Blue Hens showed one fine individual performer in Ray Crawford, 
a junior from Woodbury, N. J., who hit for 29 points. Crawford 
should be high on the all-East lists either this year or next. 


PERHAPS the greatest source of pleasure to Bradley fans was 
the work of John Kent. The former Marion flash, who many had 
written off as just another high school hot bulb, looked much sharper 
at his best fighting weight—184. He had three baskets in five shots 
and looked every bit as good as his prep clippings would indicate. 

Ron Johnson, the jayvee ace last season, also looked good. He 
had two baskets in four shots and turned in a good display of ball¬ 
handling. The regulars from last year, Carney, Estergard, Ott, 
Goelzer, Petersen, Riley, O’Connell, and especially Harvey Babetch, 
also took up where they left off. Carney led with 18 points. 

It is difficult at the outset to pick a spot for such a club. It looks 
as htough they will hover around the 20-win mark—I would say 21-6. 
Anyway, as one fan said after the game, “I bet they’re in the top 10 
(in the nation) before the year is over.” 


THE GAME coming up Saturday should be one of the best of 
the season. It can be said that the eyes of the nation will be upon it. 
Minnesota is of interest because of Ozzie Cowles’ fine job of building 
the Gopher cage fortunes. Bradley will be watched to see just how 
good a ball club Forddy Anderson’s sophomores of 1951-52 will 
grow into. 

The Gophers will bring a boy, Chuck Mencel, who originally 
intended to come to Bradley. However, the Eau Claire, Wis., product 
decided to attend a school near his home. Last year as a freshman 
re ranked 10th in the Big Ten in scoring. He had a good .750 free 
throw average, but his field goal percentage of .284 was not as good. 
He took 405 shots—Bob Carney, Bradley’s leader, had 335 last year.

Did John Strohm, USSR Film 
Maker, Mislead Students?

Films entitled “Uncensored Colored Movies of Russia,” 
plus a lecture were presented to Bradley students and Peorians 
m our fieldhouse. They were shown on Thursday, Nov. 13th. 
Mr. John Strohm, who took and presented the films, is 
the associate editor of Country Gentleman magazine and 
president of the American Agricultural Editors association. 
He stated that he had “traveled unmolested and uncensored in 
Stalin’s country from June to- 



August, 1946.” 

After many noted news corre¬ 
spondents were denied admit¬ 
tance to Russia — he named one, 
H. V. Kaltenborn — Strohm simply 
sent a telegram to Stalin asking 
permission to visit and film his 
country. “The only thing I know,” 
he said, “is that I had my visa in 
ten days.” 

According to our little news- 
gatherer he flew from Berlin f*o 
Moscow in a Russian transport- 
plane. Upon his arrival in their 
capitol city, he was met by a 
couple of natives who had driven 
up in a jeep. Although our column 
writing friend had obtained per¬ 
mission to enter the iron-walled 
countries, on the basis of his 
agricultural affiliations, he was 
received as a representative of 
labor! Isn’t this interesting, if 
true? After he had accepted the 
ride in a jeep, complete with 
three of four cameras and bag¬ 
gage, an exit from the airport 
was made through a back en¬ 
trance. He was delivered to the 


American Embassy. Contrary to 
all reports about strict Commun¬ 
ist security and their suspicious 
nature, not one suitcase was in¬ 
spected! 

Shows Eastern Nations 
Before our entertainer began 
his performance on Russia, we 
were conditioned with films 
about poverty, lack of industrial 
might, poor transportation facil¬ 
ities, and rock-bottom living con¬ 
ditions in India, French Indo¬ 
china, Ceylon, and Japan. It ap¬ 
peared that a mental correlation 
between these people and the 
Russians was the desired effect. 
As a further prelude to his “in¬ 
side information on Russia and 
her people”, he emphasized the 
worst features of these other 
Asiatic countries. He was as de¬ 
voted to his script as a four-year- 
old to a popcicle. 

Apparently, there are no fac¬ 
tories, mills, foundries, or indus¬ 
try of any kind in Russia as of 
1946. It is amazing how those peo-

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Dr. Smith—Psychologist, 
Physicist, Astronomer

“Now that’s a stupid question,” or “I don’t know,” or “write 
it down quick before I can’t read what I’ve written.” All of 
these are statements made by one of our outstanding instruc¬ 
tors as he stands before his class and runs his hand through 
his wavy gray hair. -—- 


He comes into class on the dot, 
looking as if he is ready to chase 
all of us out. He solemnly walks 
up to the stage, erases the black 
board, and moves the micro¬ 
phone, if it is there, out of his 
way. Then he turns to the class, 
opens his book, and smiles a 
large winning smile. 

If you haven’t already guessed 
| the name of this man, he is Dr. 
Carl E. Smith, psychology in¬ 
structor, physicist and astrono¬ 
mer. 

Dr. Smith received his B.S. de¬ 
gree at Bates College in 1920, his 
M.A. in 1933, and his Ph.D. in 
1934, both from Harvard. He has 
been teaching at Bradley since 
1948. His wife is a music major 
here at Bradley, and they have a 
six month old son. 

Among Dr. Smith’s favorite 
j passtimes are collecting antiques, 
growing flowers, and working 
; with wood. He likes ballet, and 
music, perferably symphonic, by 
composers of Mozart and Bar- 
tok’s level. Dr. Smith studied 
violin for 13 years and theoretical 
music for 3 years. He had plan¬ 
ned to be a conductor. 

There are two things Dr. 
Smith can not tolerate, one is 
[ stupidity and the other is un¬ 
kindness. In class anything goes 
except chewing gum and talking. 
He says that the most unusual 
thing that has ever happened in 
his class, is that once in a while 

I one of his students thinks. He 
feels that there is a great ignor¬ 
ance of students today concern¬ 
ing democracy and the history of 
our country. 

During school vacations Dr. 
Smith travels in the Eastern 
states and Canada, usually by 
car. He says that he knows little 
of Illinois except for Peoria and 
Chicago. 

If you should happen to be in 
Dr. Smith’s office, you would see 
a light room with bookshelves on 
j three walls. On one wall the 
shelves contain physics and as¬ 
tronomy books. The other shelves 
contain hundreds of psychology 
books. His desk is covered with 
papers, and as he opens his mail 
and checks over some of these 
papers, he hums a song.

In 1947 Bill Dobler, Bradley basketball star, 
was killed in a traffic accident on his way home 
for Thanksgiving. Don’t make the mistake of 
thinking this cannot happen to you! 

You may pass off stories of tragic auto acci¬ 
dents, catchy slogans, and warnings as just so 
much advertising of the National Safety Council. 
But realize that thousands of people reading these 
ads are killed in accidents similar to those they 
read about only a few days earlier. 

Death is no respecter of persons. An article 
appearing in “Reader’s Digest” a few years ago 


says, “Every time you step on the throttle, Death 
gets in beside you, hopefully waiting for his 
chance.” 

Don’t give Death his chance by defective brakes, 
an extra drink, or a few saved seconds. Don’t 
trade your life for a statistic in the newspaper 
under the heading of “Christmas casualties.” 

Whether you are driving to eastern New Eng¬ 
land or East Peoria, remember that you will meet 
anywhere from one to several thousand cars on 
the road. Any one of these drivers may be drunk, 
asleep, careless, or have some sort of an instan¬ 
taneous physical attack—with your life as the 
consequence. Even if you are the type who is not 
afraid of anything, at least consider the lives of 
those riding with you and the lives of others in 
cars going by you. Drive defensively, look out 
for the other fellow whether he looks out for you 
or not ... no matter whose fault it is, your life 
is at stake. 

So live to realize your anticipation of being 
home for Christmas—drive carefully, come back 
safely . . . and have “Happy Holidays.”

Co-author of a book of light travel essays, 
author of numerous articles, former reporter and 
editorial and feature writer for the Birmingham 
(Ala.) Post is a small, white-haired figure known 
to most campus students.

essays—sitting up in a tree away from my mother 
who wanted me to wash dishes—that I ended up 
in English.” 

Besides a love of the theater, Dr. Maxwell’s 
tastes run to handpainted doors, which she claims 


is the reason she rented her present apartment. 
In speaking of the apartment, she observed, “I 
don’t keep house, neither does it keep me. It’s 
simply there when I get to it.” 

Her writings either fall into the category of 
light, humorous essays, or “scholarly articles for 
scholarly magazines.” In reply to the question of 
which form of writing she favored, Dr. Maxwell 
enjoys research as much as lighter writing. 

When asked about her relationships with stu¬ 
dents, Dr. Maxwell’s instinctive reply was, “I’m 
older than they are!” On the serious side, she 
revealed that although she has no doubt accumu¬ 
lated more knowledge through the years than her 
students, she would be lost without their fresh 
minds. 

To her the cardinal sin of a teacher would be 
that of humiliating a student. She feels that 
students do too much. She emphasized that col¬ 
lege provides the background of knowledge from 
which to live for the rest of a student’s life. Dr. 
Maxwell’s final comment was typical of her out¬ 
look on life. “I don’t distinguish between work 
and fun,” she said. “I have always taught what 
I enjoy.”

Plans were made at Monday 
night’s meeting of the IFC for a 
Christmas project in conjunction 
with the Pan-Hellenic council.

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Giving Blood Is As Easy As 


Give for those who need—NOW. You may have 
a need—LATER. 

This is the cry heard around the world. It is 
the cry for BLOOD . . . the blood that is needed 
on the battle field as well as on the home front. 

Some 210 pints were given to this cause by 
Bradley students, but this falls far short of the 
600 pint goal. This crusade, sponsored by Omicron 
Delta Kappa, which ends February 1, is being 
brought to Bradley’s front door. 

The bloodinobile will be on campus in the field- 
house foyer Tuesday, January 13 from 10 a. m. 
until 4 p. m., and Wednesday, January 14 from 9-3. 

Chapel credit for this semester will be given 
for each pint, but only until January 15. Fifty 
percent of this blood collected is going to Korea; 
the other 50% stays within the district of the 
Peoria Regional blood center, which covers a 22 
county area. Not only are the fighting men helped 
but local people who fall to accident and disease 
are aided—give a pint, receive a pint without 
cost. 

Right now our Armed Forces require 300,000 
pints of whole blood a month. American citizens 
have been donating at the rate of only 30,000 
pints per month — month after month those 
precious reserves needed at home are dwindling. 

Blood cannot be synthetically produced—THERE 
IS NO SUBSTITUTE. Laboratories can work 


around the clock producing medicines and drugs. 
Reserves of essential weapons can be built. But 
with all this industrial skill, that indispensable 
life-line for ours and our wounded cannot be 
manufactured. 

General Matthew B. Ridgeway: “In modern 
warfare, the value of blood is comparable to 
ammunition, fuel, food, and other implements of 
battle . . . without blood the saving of many 
lives would be impossible.” 

It is with this in mind that a schedule is being 
set up for the Bradley students to donate 325 
pints of blood per day—one pint for every minute 
the bloodmobile is on campus. The Red Cross 
will have on hand 1 physician, 10 staff nurses, 
8 nurses aids, 2 temperature takers, 6 canteen 
workers, and 2 registrars. 

Also to add incentive, competition on a per¬ 
centage basis will be conducted by the sororities; 
women’s dormitories; and men’s dormitories. 

A wood and silver plaque will be given to the 
winner of each group at a special dance to be 
held next semester. In addition, the ROTC will 
give a special award to the squadron having the 
best turn-out of the unit.

Bradley Aids World Student Fund 


Miss Grace Partin, World Student Service Fund 
secretary, visited campus shortly before the vaca¬ 
tion to accept a $100 check as Bradley’s contribu¬ 
tion to the WSSF for the past year. The proceeds 
were raised at the annual Campus Chest drive 
last spring. 

Miss Partin was made a traveling secretary of 
the WSSF, because she spent her junior college 
year at the University of Geneva studying inter¬ 
national relations. While there she visited head¬ 
quarters of World University Service at Geneva. 

The World Student Service Fund is the Amer¬ 
ican committee of World University Service. It 
is one of 32 national committees that belong to 
the WUS, including counties in southern and 
western Europe, North America, Australia, and 
New Zealand. The main purpose of WUS is to 
conduct programs of mutual assistance between 
colleges and universities of other countries, most¬ 
ly in the form of self-help projects rather than 
direct relief. 

About 700 colleges in the U. S. belong to this 
organization. The central region (in which Miss 
Partin works) has more colleges participating 
than any other region. Like Bradley, other schools 
raise funds by campus carnivals, talent shows, 
auctions, sacrifice meals, personal solicitations, 
and publicity campaigns. 


Miss Partin stated that the biggest problem 
facing World Service today is giving help to 
refugee students from Eastern Europe, many of 
them escapees from behind the Iron Curtain. 

Young people in Europe, Miss Partin said, are in 
great need of assistance in education. 

The largest refugee service of WUS is in Paris, 
France. This center has aided 500 political 
refugee students, giving them social and psycho¬ 
logical guidance as well as food and shelter. 

Miss Partin explained that allocations of aid 
are decided by meetings of the 32 committees. 
At last summer’s meeting in France, a budget 
of $450,000 was set up. The United States raises 
two-thirds to three-fourths of this money. The 
breakdown of funds to various areas is by need. 
Facts are presented and each nation has one vote 
in deciding how the funds will be used. 

At present WUS aid is focused on Asia and 
Korea, giving relief to Korean college students. 
WUS also entered South Africa for the first time 
this year by contributing to medical scholarships 
for students in the Union of South Africa. 

Miss Partin expressed her appreciation to 
Bradley students for their contributions to WSSF 
and urged support of the campus chest carnival 
April 17-18.

Meyer has six letterme from 
last year’s aggregation, which 
posted a 19-8 record. Included 
among the major victories were 
Minnesota, Illinois and Oklahoma 
A&M. 

Captain and guard Ron Feire- 
isel, who stands 6-3, led last 
year’s team with 381 points and 
is again spearheading the De¬ 
mons. Forward Bill “Moose” 
Schyman (6-5) and guard Jim 
Lamkin (5-9) are a pair of veter¬ 
ans representing plenty of scor¬ 
ing punch. 

Forward Dan Lecos (6-4), Cen¬ 
ter Russ Johnson (6-6) and Guard 
Dan Kieres (5-11) are talented 
returning operatives. 

Classed as one of the finest 


prospects in the land, Frank 
Blum, who stands 6-4, is being 
groomed for future greatness. 
Blum, only a sophomore, hails 
from Joliet, where he earned All- 
State prep honors. 

DePaul is annually ranked as 
one of the nation’s top basketball 
powers and almost annually pro¬ 
duces an all-American. 

Such greats as the immortal 
George Mikan, his brother Ed, 
San Vukovich and Bato Gove- 
darica are among the talent that 
calls DePaul its alma mater. 

In 14 contests between the two 
clubs, DePaul has won seven— 
Bradley has won seven. A victory 
would give the Braves eight tri¬ 
umphs over the Demons and 
eight for the season.

Rumors Have 
No Basis, Say 
Top Officials 

Editor's Note 

In an honest effort to clear 
rumors that have been circulat¬ 
ing since the recent changes in 
administration and faculty, the 
SCOUT submitted questions, out¬ 
standing in the minds of many 
students, to Vice-President, A. G. 
Haussler and Dean C. E. Sipple. 
Their statement and answers 
follow: 

The administration of Bradley 
University welcomes the oppor¬ 
tunity offered by the editor of 
The SCOUT to answer certain 
questions which have been raised 
in the minds of the students dur¬ 
ing the last few weeks. We should 
like to preface the answer to the 
questions with statements which 
may help further in the clarifica¬ 
tion of policies at Bradley. 

No major reorganization or 
change in academic policy is con¬ 
templated as a result either of 
the resignation of the President 
or of any change in faculty. The 
aim so often expressed by Presi¬ 
dent Owen that Bradley should 
become a medium sized Univer¬ 
sity with an academic rating sec¬ 
ond to none in the mid-west re¬ 
mains the aims of the temporary 
administration and a new presi¬ 
dent will be chosen with this 
same aim in mind. 

Part of this aim, an enrollment 
of 2,500 to 3,000 students, has 
been accomplished. It is planned 
that this enrollment will be main¬ 
tained. Splendid advancement has 
been made in providing much 
needed physical equipment. Fur¬ 
ther improvement of the physical 
plans is planned. Efforts are 
being made to consolidate the 
gains made, to improve the cur- 
dicula, the course offerings, and 
the scholastic standards of the 
University. The University Sen¬ 
ate has been established to pro¬ 
vide an opportunity for faculty 
to aid in the realization of these 
ends. 

The Senate Committee on 
Standards and Curricula, with 
the President as a member, has 
been established. College facul¬ 
ties have the course offerings, 
methods, and other academic 
matters under constant review. 
Faculty members as individuals 
and as groups are working for 
the improvement of the Univer¬ 
sity, and to provide more satis¬ 
factory educational opportunities 
for the members of the student 
body. 

These aims and these accom¬ 
plishments are not affected by 
any change in faculty. 

The core of any educational in¬ 
stitution is its faculty. The stu¬ 
dents and the parents of the stu¬ 
dents have a right to expect that 
the faculty shall be composed of 
men and women of intellectual 
and moral integrity. They must 
be persons of scholarly attain¬ 
ment, teaching ability, excellent 
character, and a sincere and un¬ 
selfish interest in the students of 
the University. 

More specifically, no further 
changes in faculty are expected 
during this academic year. We 
hope there will be none. Curricula 
which have been meeting student 
needs will certainly not be dis¬ 
continued. The work in all de¬ 
partments will be continued. Cur¬ 
ricula will be modified and 
courses will be changed but the 
work needed for a sound educa¬ 
tion in the various fields of study 
will be maintained.

Second No Action Vote 
Draws 1 No Voice

The motion proposed by Jim 
Heiple last week, tabled for a 
week, was brought up for discus¬ 
sion Tuesday. The motion read: 
We the members of the Bradley 
Student Council approve and en¬ 
dorse the action of the Board of 
Trustees in firing Dr. Alexander 
Baird and Dr. Erwin Van Allen. 

Heiple opened discussion with 
a blistering recitation on why 
members should vote in favor of 
the motion. He pointed out that 
the Board of Trustees were very 
conservative and that they would 
not take any action unless after 
deep consideration and thought. 
According to him, they are a 
group of well-rounded men who 
would do the right thing. 

He elaborated reasons why he 
thought the board fired Baird 
and Van Allen. He said that Dr. 
Baird and Dr. Van Allen were 
“incompetent” as teachers and 
questioned their degrees. At this 
point Ken Tomblin asked for a 
point of order, claiming that 
Heiple was filibustering. The 
chair disagreed. 

The members were unimpressed 
by Mr. Heiple’s tirade and cited 
reasons for voting against his 
motion. Bev Eisele said that all 
seniors she contacted either were 
in disfavor of the motion, or had 
no opinion. Bob Nouryan, Mary 
Wellington and Ken Tomblin also 
brought up reasons for voting 
against the motion. 

Pete Velde moved that the mo¬ 
tion be postponed indefinitely. 

His reasons were that if the 
council voted against the motion 
it would mean they were siding 
with the two former professors. 

Velde's substitute motion was 
passed by an almost unanimous 
vote—Heiple was the lone dis¬ 
senter—showed the Student Coun¬ 
cil wished to remain neutral on 
the whole affair.

Of Freedom In 
’ Hungary 

The man who “irked” the Rus¬ 
sians by his continuance of Amer¬ 
ican styled worker’s benefits, 
hours and wages in a country 
under total Communist darkness, 
speaks here tonight. 

Robert Vogeler, the last torch 
bearer of freedom to leave Hun¬ 
gary among other reasons credits 
his loss of freedom to the show¬ 
ing of workers in the American 
I.T.&T. plant, that U. S. “laborers" 
do not “have it so bad." This 
example of western capitalism 
was erased nearly a year after 
the Reds took over, as the Rus¬ 
sians “just couldn't stand for it." 

Vogeler was employed as rep¬ 
resentative for the International 
Telephone and Telegraph corpo¬ 
ration, and was in charge of East¬ 
ern and Central European sub¬ 
sidiaries. 

Vogeler will discuss this time 
of a “pin point of light in inky 
Red blackness,” and the story of 
his arrest, imprisonment and 
final release, at 8:15 p.m. in the 
fieldhouse. 

He will be introduced by the 
“next to last respector of free¬ 
dom” in Hungary, Dr. Nicholas 
Nyaradi, professor of economics 
at Bradley. Nyaradi was a polit¬ 
ical exile from his native country 
shortly before the Vogeler inci¬ 
dent.

FACULTY ANSWERS RECENT RUMORS 


Questions presented through 
the Scout follow: 

1. Will the School of Interna¬ 
tional Studies, as it is set up now, 
continue after the end of this 
school year? 

The curriculum in Foreign 
Trade will be continued. This 
curriculum is the principal part 
of the School of International 
Studies. Whether the Senate will 
wish to apply a different name 
to the School, we do not know, 
but we know of no reason why 
the opportunity for study in this 
field should be ended. 

2. Who will be assigned to sign 
the certificates of International 
Studies? 

The School of International 
Studies is a part of the College 
of Commerce. It seems logical 
that the Dean of that college 
should sign the certificates until 
a new head of the economics de¬ 
partment has been appointed. 

3. Is the School of Architecture 
to be discontinued? Why? 

There has never been a School 
of Architecture. There was a 
two year curriculum in architec¬ 
ture, but since only four students 
were enrolled in that curriculum, 
the University could not afford to 
maintain it. The Senate and the 
Board of Trustees therefore de¬ 
cided to discontinue it. 

4. Who is on the Board of Trus¬ 
tees, their standing in the com¬ 
munity and how are they chosen? 

The Board of Trustees, as pro¬ 
vided in the charter of the Uni¬ 
versity, is a self-perpetuating 
Board, now composed of eleven 
of the leading business and pro¬ 
fessional men with a deep and 
sincere interest in Bradley Uni- 


cersity. They receive no compen¬ 
sation for their work as Trus¬ 
tees, but they devote a great deal 
of time in general direction of 
the University and in aiding in 
the development of the policies 
of the University. The names are 
listed on page 21 of the Bradley 
university catalogue. 

5. Is there actually a committee 
investigating the qualifications of 
some students in regard to their 
fitness to attend Bradley. 

No. 

6. How will the Economics de¬ 
partment be arranged; how is 
this done? 

Just as it always has been. No 
change in organization is contem¬ 
plated. 

7. Was there actually a private 
committee investigating faculty 
members which may or may not 
have had direct bearing on the 
recent dismissals? 

No. 

8. What was the real reason 
for the NCA’s presence on cam¬ 
pus? 

The North Central Association 
survey of Bradley university 
which was voted by the Commis¬ 
sion last spring was brought 
about because of the court evi¬ 
dence in the bribery trials in con¬ 
nection with the basketball scan¬ 
dals. The surveyors have not yet 
been here. We have every reason 
to believe that the survey will 
show conclusively that Bradley 
University is worthy of contin¬ 
ued accreditation. 

9. What are the legal grounds 
for dismissing a teacher? 

The Board of Trustees of pri¬ 


vate colleges has the power to 
hire and to dismiss faculty mem¬ 
bers. 

10. Who is on the faculty cur¬ 
riculum committee and how is it 
set up? 

The faculty curriculum com¬ 
mittee as established by the Uni¬ 
versity Senate is composed of the 
deans of the seven colleges, the 
president of the University, the 
dean of the University and three 
members elected by the Senate. 

11. Please explain the adminis¬ 
tration’s policy toward the peti¬ 
tions and toward the signers of 
these current petitions. 

There is no question regarding 
the right of any person to sign 
any petition. The attempt to 
obtain signatures must of course, 
not be allowed to interfere with 
normal functions of the Univer¬ 
sity. 

12. What acts or lack of actions 
constitute grounds for proba¬ 
tion? 

The American Association of 
University Professors and the 
North Central Association sug¬ 
gest that new faculty members 
be considered “on probation” for 
from three to seven years after 
joining any faculty. Some Uni¬ 
versities consider faculty mem¬ 
bers on probation until a certain 
academic rank has been reached, 
usually the rank of Associate 
Professor. Some colleges give 
contracts that have stated ex¬ 
piration dates. No Bradley fac¬ 
ulty member is oil probation, 
except as probation might be 
interpreted according to the pro¬ 
visions stated above.

This letter was composed by a 
group of Bradley students who 
sincerely feel that the reasons 
for their actions taken regarding 
the recent firings of professors 
Dr. Baird and Dr. Van Allen 
should be known. 

Because some students choose 
to protest the methods used by 
the administration in the dis¬ 
missals of Dr. Baird and Dr. Van 
Allen, they have been considered 
rabble-rousers. 

We do not protest as agitators 
seeking trouble for the Univer¬ 
sity; but we protest as Ameri¬ 
cans who wish to remain faithful 
to our democratic way of life . . . 

We believe that everyone is 
innocent until proven guilty.

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Diploma Dilemma 

In a letter addressed to the Editor last week, the value 
of Bradley diplomas to future employers was thought of as 
in danger . . . danger of not “meaning anything” . . . and 
“carrying no weight”. 

What is a diploma? A piece of paper, sometimes with 
an impressive frame—sometimes in a plush folder. On it is 
stated that the bearer has completed study in such and such 
and has earned the degree of so and so. The name of the 
institution is displayed, the date received, and a seal. 

What is behind that piece of paper? In our case, a 
medium-sized university which combines liberal, professional 
and technical education in a wide range of fields. 

The degree may be Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science, 
Bachelor of Science in Civil, Industrial or Mechanical En¬ 
gineering, Bachelor of Fine Arts, Bachelor of Music or Bach¬ 
elor of Music Education. 

What else do we have behind that paper ? A staff of com¬ 
petent, reliable—sometimes “famous” deans, doctors, profes¬ 
sors, Mr s . . . physical items as classrooms, labs, library, 
adequate housing. 

We must add these together with reputation . . . how 
does the community, the students, the faculty feel about the 
university. 

But to get the correct answer, it is imperative that THE 
TOTAL BE DIVIDED BY “YOU”. YOU are as much a factor 
in any degree as the university or its capital. 

Employers may never have heard of Bradley . . . they 
might be well acquainted with Bradley . . . may appreciate 
it ... or not. But, few men will turn us away JUST because 
•of the school we attended. 

Granted, that at the outset, a diploma does carry weight 
* . . but if we do not live up to his expectations, that fact that 
we are college graduates—graduates of any institution—will 
not ensure us life employment.

As long as we leave Bradley with as much as we put into 
it—as long as, once on the job, we prove our capabilities—as 
long as it is US and what we can do that determines employ¬ 
ment—we can be sure that the name on the diploma we so 
proudly carry, is only one factor in our future—not the total 
picture.

The freedom of the press is an 
essential part of our way of life. 
Yet, this freedom, like all rights 
and privileges, carries with it 
certain obligations and responsi¬ 
bilities. 

I was sorry to see one of your 
staff, in last week’s SCOUT, de¬ 
liberately forget these obligations 
to his readers, forsake his re¬ 
sponsibilities to his profession, 
and lay aside all journalistic 
ethics.

Unlike most of our other fea¬ 
thered friends, the Cardinal from 
Louisville, Ky. will be in search 
of another victory to add to its 
rapidly growing nest. 

Louisville, America's oldest 
municipal university, coached by 
the capable Bernard “Peck” Hick¬ 
man, will invade the fieldhouse 
Saturday evening for a tussle 
with the Braves. It is the first 
basketball meeting between the 
two schools. 

The tough Cardinal squad, who 
had a 20-6 seasonal mark last 
year, has won ll of its first four¬ 
teen games so far this term in 
its quest for basketball recogni¬ 
tion. 

Lose To Top Teams 

The three losses came to some 
of the best in the country as they 
dropped a two-point decision to 
Manhatten in New York, a 91-85 
contest to Powerful Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky, and an 11 point loss to top 
ranked Seton Hall. This season 
the Cardinals hold victories over 
such formidable opponents as 
Purdue, Temple, Marquette, and 
Dayton. 

In last year’s fine season 
the 100-point total in a single 
Louisville team thrice roared over 
contest. They got over the cen¬ 
tury mark in games against 
Tampa, Xavier, and St. Joe’s and 
in the St. Joe’s contest wrote a 
new school scoring record with 
104 tallies.

Other returning members from 
last year’s squad are A1 Russak, 
Corky Cox, Bill Powell, Harry 
Hinton, Frank Lentz, Billy Sulli¬ 
van, and Vlad Gastevitch.

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Cage Game 
In Europe 
Has U. S. Style 

by Mickey 

Before World War II basket¬ 
ball was, except in France and 
Italy, one of the minor sports in 
Euorpe. The game was played in 
colleges and watched by a few 
hundred spectators. Each soccer 
game, on the other hand, gather¬ 
ed 100,000 to 150,000 people. 

Two Styles 

In 1946 there were still two 
different styles in playing basket¬ 
ball in Europe. The Franch way 
was that all five players played 
defensively. The position of the 
guards was more behind, under 
their own basket and they were 
always ready to send a long pass 
to the center or forwards— 
always the best runners on a 
team. Baskets were made either 
from such a passing combination 
or from far out on the court. 

Italian basketball was the game 
of individual ball handling. Their 
play was pleasant to watch but 
was not effective for a whole 
team. Players dribbled too much 
and usually waited too long for 
a good chance to shoot. 

Then, by 1950 both of these 
continental systems lost their 
organality and a new American 
flavored system was created. 
Players moved more and ex¬ 
changed each others’ positions. 
The use of pivotmen was intro¬ 
duced, zone defense became pop¬ 
ular and in a tight spot man-to¬ 
man pressing was used. 

Basketball in Europe is played 
throughout the year. In winter 
it is played on wooden indoor 
courts and during the rest of 
the year on outdoor “rubico” 
i courts. 

United States basketball teams 
proved three years ago in Argen¬ 
tina and last year in the Olympics 
that the bests game is played 
here. However, during the war 
there was no sport life in Europe 
and European teams are now im¬ 
proving very rapidly. 

Girls in Europe have the same 
rules for basketball as boys, and 
play on the same size court. The 
length of the game is the only 
difference, the game for women 
having two 15 minute periods. 

Men, Women Leagues 
Each European country has 
both mens’ and wonmens’ Fed¬ 
eral basketball leagues as well as 
seperate leagues. There are al-

2600 Students 
Fill Classes 
For 2nd Term 

Approximately 2600 students 
have registered for the second 
semester at Bradley. 

According to registrar Asa 
Carter, 2236 students have enroll¬ 
ed for day school, and 264 for the 
evening session. A possible total 
exceeding 2300 day students is 
expected. 

3.2% Less Drops 
There was a 3.2% less dropping 
than there were in previous years 
of second semester registration. 

The latest figures released con¬ 
cerning the enrollment as to 
classes are: freshman, 631; soph¬ 
omore, 495; junior, 440; senior, 
471; graduate, 71; special, 32; and 
90 processing. 

The College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences has the highest enroll¬ 
ment with the College of Com¬ 
merce a close second. Engineer¬ 
ing is third, followed by Bennett 
college. 

Men Over Women, 4 to 1 
Thus far, over 1414 men and 
approximately 466 women have 
scheduled classes, making an es¬ 
timated ratio of four to one. 

Five o’clock Monday, Feb. 16 
will be the deadline for students 
to add classes. After Monday, a: 
five dollar fee will be charged for 
every class added. 

The last chance to drop classes 
will be the ninth week of the 
term. 

Students who are first to apply 
for registration appointments 
will receive the earliest appoint¬ 
ments in their respective classes. 
According to Registrar Carter, 
registration is “rather complicat¬ 
ed” but a “highly organized” 
process. A steady flow of stu¬ 
dents is scheduled to go past the 
cashier daily. Thus any bottle¬ 
necks or congestion is avoided.

The Veterans Administration 
today announced that veterans 
applying for Korean GI Bill train¬ 
ing may not take courses they 
already understand and gave 
yardsticks for determining this. 

According to their release, “The 
law prohibits veterans for train¬ 
ing under the Korean GI pro¬ 
gram towards goals they have 
already reached, either through 
previous schooling and training 
or through job experience.” 

The VA explained that a vet¬ 
eran must select his final educa¬ 
tional goal before training under 
the law, and must list his pre¬ 
vious training and experience. 
Veterans should contact the VA 
to see if they are eligible for 
each course they desire to take.

Dr. Leo G. Bent’s postponed ap¬ 
pearance on the Book Hour pro¬ 
gram will occur tomorrow, as he 
discusses “The College and the 
Community” by Baker Brownell. 

Dr. Bent, of the education de¬ 
partment, will review a book 
which has been given much atten¬ 
tion in American education 
circles. The author, Professor 
Brownell has written several 
volumes and has taught at 
Northwestern university for 
many years. 

The book attempts to answer 
the question “what’s wrong with 
higher education in America?” 
Brownell believes education is 
preparing students for careers 
and not “for the life of whole 
persons in actual communities.” 

The program begins at 4 p.m. 
in the Wyckoff room, preceded 
by a social half hour at 3:30. 


Senator Paul Howard Douglas 
(D.I11.)—farm boy who became 
economist, teacher, author, con- 
tultant on labor problems, aider- 
man, combat Marine, and Demo- 
cratoic U. S. Senator from Illinois 
speaks next Monday, in the audi¬ 
torium at 8:15 p.m. 

Provocative Topic 

“The Struggle of the Free 
World Against Communism”, a 
timely and thought provoking 
topic, is the subject of the Sena¬ 
tor’s speech. Drawing on his re¬ 
serves of factual information, 
Douglas will discuss the problems 
of Communism and the task 
America faces in combating its 
infiltration. 

During his first two years’ 
service in the Senate, Douglas 
was active on the Banking and 
Currency committee and on the 
Labor and Public Welfare com¬ 
mittee. He worked on the Joint 
committee on the Economic Re¬ 
port and the report of his sub¬ 
committee on monetary, credit 
and fiscal policies received wide 
attention in financial circles. 

RFC Investigator 

He has taken an active role in 
the investigation of the RFC, as 
a member of the sub-committee 
which conducted the inquiry. He 
participated in the so-called 
“Great Debate” on foreign policy, 
urging a stroger national defense 
troop support for Western Eu¬ 
rope, and a more vigorous Far 
Eastern policy to meet the threat 
of Communist aggression. 


“Can the U. N. Do the Job?” 
Leon Pearson, noted NBC news 
analyst, will attempt to answer 
this provocative poser tonight, 
as he discusses the United Na- 
tions. Pearson, regarded as an 
authority on the group’s operat¬ 
ing procedures, has studied the 
UN from its founding through 
current sessions. 

The commentator has a Sunday 
morning news show and is also 
frequently heard on NBC’s regu¬ 
lar news round-ups and special 
events broadcasts. 

A former International News 
Service correspondent, he has 
covered U.S. and European cir¬ 
cuits. He covered the State De¬ 
partment beat on joining INS in 
1943, and spent time in the Paris 
bureau after the war. 

Pearson was chosen one of 
three American newsmen to be 
admitted to the Russian capital 
for the Big Three Moscow meet¬ 
ing in December, 1945. He also 
covered the Big Four Foreign 
Ministers conference held in Mos¬ 
cow in 1947. 

On leaving Paris in 1947, he 
was awarded the French Legion 
of Honor by French Foreign Min¬ 
ister Bidault for his “objective 
reporting” of European affairs.

He is repre¬ 
sentative of the Renaissance 
ideal man, a man of action and 
self-command. 

Knowing through his magic 
that his enemies are sailing back 
from Africa toward the island, 
he captures them with the help 
of numerous spirits of the air 
and sea. Having set all wrong 
things right we see Prospero 
break his magic wand and 
drown his books. 

One thing we have to keep 
in mind when we think about 
Prospero and the play in gen¬ 
eral—Prospero is a human and 
not a magician. His magic 
books helped him only to 
learn more about living in the 
world. He reached what the 
Renaissance period wanted; he 
learned about life, brought his 
ideas into action and show T ed 
that self-command. Only in that 
way can we get the right im¬ 
pression of the Tempest and 
see its high qualities.

Tempest” is unique in theatrical 
history.

The startling effect of this 
timeless island is achieved 
through the work of Ralph 
Brown, a freshman from Chicago. 
Brown is experienced in work 
with musicals, festivals and 
plays, and is serving as technical 
director. 

But perhaps the most distinc¬ 
tive part of the entire production 
is the moving ship, which will 


dispel the cast on the island. The 
boat has been designed and put 
in the building stage by Waino 
Thompson, assistant professor of 
metal and woodwork. 

Thompson is using his experi¬ 
ence to put together this unusual 
ship. His class in carpentry is 
building the stage props.

Although the Communistic na¬ 
tions have more man power, 
Douglas stated that the balance 
of strength lies in the fact that 
non-Communistic nation’s pro¬ 
duce far more iron, steel, and 
other materials used for warfare. 

Douglas said that if the United 
Nations did not go into Korea to 
fight the Communistic forces, the 
whole of Asia w'ould have fallen 
into Communistic power. Step by 
step, the free nations of Asia and 
Europe could have been engulfed 
by Russia. 

The Illinois senator said that 
at present the United Nations is 
faced with the problem of pre¬ 
venting Russia from taking over 
the Iranian oil fields. If Russia 
succeeds in seizing these rich de¬ 
posits of oil, the balance of 
strength would be upset in Rus¬ 
sia’s favor. 

Douglas urged the audience to 
take an informed and unbiased 
interest in local and foreign af¬ 
fairs. 

During a question and answer 
period, Douglas clarified the ma¬ 
jor points of the Tideland Oil 
issue. He is in favor of the whole 
United States maintaining con¬ 
trol of the Gulf and Pacific 
Ocean’s large deposits of oil. 

Douglas defended his opinion 
by saying that if the government 
retains the deposits for national 
use, the wealth will be used for 
defense now; and for educational 
purposes later. 

He said that oil companies in 
Florida, Louisianna, Texas, and 
Mississippi claim that the de¬ 
posits on the watery borders of 
these states belong to the four 
states. 

An accurate estimate of the 
wealth contained in this area has 
not been determined, but Douglas 
believes it to be sufficient to 
cover the entire national debt.

Looking At New T-F Test 

In education’s constant striving for improvement in its methods 
and accomplishments, our serious, deep-thinking professors go over¬ 
board, particularly in trying new testing methods. 

The old essay test was replaced by the fill-in test, the fill-in 
gave vyay to the multiple choice test—with answers provided 
and this in time fell to the lordly true false, that savior of both 
student grades and teacher time. 

Each change came with much assorted screaming and griping 

Campus bull sessions on each burned up millions of hours of student 
free time. 

And now we have something new, a refinement, a correc¬ 
tion. The all-mightly true-false has been improved. 

Before, the number wrong was merely subtracted from the total 

TZZ of test ^ uestions - Thi s. figured our profs, gave students 
a 50% handicap before they even began their crib notes. 

Now, the number wrong is subtracted from the number of ques¬ 
tion answered-a simple change, planned to eliminate the element 
of guessing. 

This is fine. A lazy professor can still whip out a last 
minute test, a la true-false. And now the shrewd guesser has 
no advantage over his dimmer classmates. But there is a catch. 

It s today’s common story of misplaced emphasis. The element 
of chance is gone, but vanishing with it is the desire to study If a 
student answers 20 questions and gets them all correct, he gets the 
same grade as the person who answers 100 correctly. 

Why study?” students ask. “Just answer the questions picked 
up in class.” 

YVe can’t help but wonder if the next refinement shouldn’t 
be on the other, teacher side. It seems there should be some 
effort to promote good study habits, some effort to guide and 
develop a better student mind. 

No one advocates doing away with the true-false test That 
would be a one way road to a boiling oil bath by one’s fellow stu¬ 
dents. Besides, true-false tests have a definite place in education 
But, we prefer a test with some chance to guess, to a test that 
gives a student no excuse or reason to study.

Are College Humor Magazines 'Junkyards? 

Names ... the most this, the first that, the last . . . such titles go from the best to the 
worst. Our attention has recently been called to a “worst” awarded Bradley. 

Herbert Hackett, title unknown, wrote in the November 1952 issue of MOTIVE a 
Methodist youth publication, a provocative article he aptly called “The College Humorless 
Magazine.” 

Within the four-page dissertation, Mr. Hackett summarized his studies of a nationwide 
survey of “those junkyards of college wit”—college humor magazines. 

His conclusion “it is appropriate that one of the filthiest of these college humor 
magazines is called “Leer.” (If there is another such titled humor magazine, we were 
hit only by a guilty conscience.) 

Guilty or not guilty, Mr. 

Hackett’s article citing the 
evils of college humor in its 
printed form, was an honest 
observation of an often dis¬ 
cussed but never corrected 
subject.

He discards such generaliza¬ 
tions as “boys will be boys” 
and “the students deserve their 
press” and takes the view that 
“college humor magazines re¬ 
flect nothing more or less than 
the abilities, tastes, and sense 
of humor of the narrow clique 
which produces them.” 

He doesn’t advocate throwing 
out certain subjects, having sex 
in mind, but that they should be 
dealt with according to a “set of 
values.” 

He says, “the females of Thur- 
ber are funny because they are 
comments on a society in which 
the secondary sex characteristics, 
breasts, hips, etc., have been ex¬ 
aggerated, and where the Victor¬ 
ian idea of womanhood coyness, 
modesty and submissiveness, has 
no longer any meaning.” 

The traveling salesman jokes, 
for example, are “only a stereo¬ 
typed sniggering at the moral 
code in which we live, which gets 
its laugh, if at all, from a sense 
of startle, of offended good taste 
. . . they are rarely funny since 
it is outside the experience of 
most of us.” 

Hackett divides college hu¬ 
mor into three types, the first 
being the “double meaning one 
intended to get by the censor.” 
“The psychologist or anthropol¬ 
ogist would point out that such 
humor evolves in the following 
way,” Hackett writes. “We have 
been taught by a puritanical sys¬ 
tem that certain subjects are 
taboo, that we must repress cer¬ 
tain normal drives; we thus turn 
these drives in on themselves, in 
smut, pornography, in sadistic 
attacks on the normal or on the 
unfortunate victims of moral 
dogma ... an interest in sex 
has been replaced by violence, 
and shock, cynicism or inhibition, 
frustration and hate.” 

His second type of humor, 
called wit, is “an intellectual ex¬ 
ercise in which the enjoyment 
lies in the ability to understand 
a clever play on ideas or words 
... in most of these publications 
the wit is at the level of a dull 
seventh grader.” 

The third type he labels “the 
stereotyped joke: Little Audrie 
stories, she was only a postman’s 
daughter, the iceman, old maid, 
salesman jokes, repeated with 
slight variations.” Lack of abil¬ 
ity to write and no imagination 
gives rise to this type, he says.

“Article contents fair no bet- 
ter,” says Hackett. They lean 
to the “glorifying of the least 
important individuals and ac¬ 
tivities on the campus, the 
BMOC, the “social life” of fra¬ 
ternities, emphasis on the good 
time . . . the latter so narrowly 
defined in terms of drinking 
initiations and parties, petting 
and grill-hounding, that the 
reader is led to believe that 
college students are complete 
idiots.” 

Mr. Hackett sets forth his sug¬ 
gestions for improvement. 

“First, a humor magazine must 
have'a point of view based on a 
set of values.” If it is necessary 
to satirize the administration or 
and students, it should be a “ma¬ 
ture comment on life.” 

He suggests material be de¬ 
rived from “campus activities, 
personalities, situations.” 

The interesting and humorous 
aspects of college life are end¬ 
less, he says, “the stuffed-shirt 
prof, campus politics, administra¬ 
tive blunders, beauty queens, 
movies, campus housing, courses 
and the peculiarities of instruc- 
! tion methods ...” a few of the 
| many possibilities he suggests. 
The author comments that it 
is almost like they (maga¬ 
zines) “were written and edited 
in a vacuum”. . . For Example, 
last year saw the challenge to 
freedom of expression at Okla- 
j homa . . . Oklahoma A &M 
witch hunts, loyalty oaths . . . 
Ohio State ban of speakers and 
censorship of all surveys and 
questionaires . . . overempha¬ 
sis on football . . . Drake inci¬ 
dent . . . basketball scandals 
. . . and all the while most col¬ 
lege magazines concentrated 
on “trivia”! 

He challenged us with “college 
I magazines have kept free of 
dangerous ideas—any ideas. In 
I only a few articles or cartoons 
is there any hint that the social 
I system, economic order or polit- 
I * cal corruption are proper sub- 

I Jects for humorous criticism,” he 
says. 

“The real reason that college 
magazines fail to reflect the 

II thinking and idealism of the 
11 campus is that they represent 
j j only a clique which is self-perpet- 
l| uation and self-satisfied. A job 
I cn the magazine is a political 
I plum to swell the importance of 
I the frat or club; the editorial 

plums go to friends of friends.” 

A second reason, “the fear of 

I students to express any ideas”! 

Taking Mr. Hackett’s views 
and add them with those of 
parents, businessmen, church¬ 
men and others interested in 
education, the sum reflects dis¬ 
gust and aghast regarding col¬ 
lege humor. 

We are depicted as drunks,

I ers, and talk about wine, women 
and sports in terms of being

Bradley university’s veterans’ 
guidance and testing center has 
been recognized as one of the 
nation’s best, according to a re¬ 
cent report from the Veterans’ 
Administration office in Chicago. 

This Bradley service is primar¬ 
ily for those who request help, 
but those who fail or wish to 
change courses are referred by 
the Chicago office to the advise¬ 
ment of the administration on 
campus. 

All veterans of World War II 
and Korea are entitled to this 
service. Any veteran interested in 
securing these guidance services 
may contact the Guidance Center, 
Veteran s’ Administration, at 
Bradley. 

The center is operated by voca¬ 
tional advisors working for the 
Veterans’ Administration and 
testing is done by the office of 
special services. 


Student Council and Board of 
Control seats and class posts will 
be filled according to these rules: 

Petitions containing 40 or more 
signatures circulated by the can¬ 
didate and signed only by those 
elegible to vote for that office, be 
turned in to the election commit¬ 
tee.

i Bradley university is still fully accredited through bach¬ 
elors and masters degree programs, was the re-bound state¬ 
ment made by Norman Burns, executive secretary of the 
North Central Association. 

To further clarify and rectify the harmful and untrue 
publicity the “probation” of Bradley met in the press, Mr 
Burns wired Vice-President A. G. Haussler: 

The action of the association should be construed not 
as punitive but rather as COMMENDATORY of Bradley for 

«TTT V T ery R?i^ L ^S R . ESS that HAS BEEN MADE and is 
STILL BEING MADE in STRENGTHENING the academic 
program and CORRECTING the unsatisfactory conditions 
that have existed in the program of intercollegiate athletics, 
the institution was placed on probation because it has not 
yet reached the point in its PROGRAM of IMPROVEMENT 
where it could be unconditionally accredited.” 

The NCA s term probation” was mis-interpreted and 
blown out of proportion; had the term meant the same to 
pi ess and educators, the “period in which to complete improve- 
ments bringing the university into absolute harmony with 
all policies of the NCA” would have passed with less notice. 
Parents and students would not be suspicious of the value of 
Bradley university credits. 

The NCA merely granted Bradley additional time to dis¬ 
continue her doctoral programs and to continue the athletic 
policy adopted over a year ago (a policy which places Bradley 
among the few institutions operating on a strictly amateur 
basis.) 

The NCA did not drop Bradley. We continue to be a 
member, subject to the before mentioned stipulations 

Our “alert” and “efficient” faculty have been recognized 
tor their teaching records at the undergraduate level and 
through one year of the graduate program. 

North Central officials emphasized that the policies of 
Bradley are wholly in accord with the aims of NCA, and 
that unusual progress has been made in recent months toward 
attaining the standards set by NCA. 

Yet, the opinion of those unfamiliar with educational 
terms was that credits from Bradley are no longer recognized 
by other universities and mean very little to the holder. This 
idea is untrue. 

The “probation” action has in no way affected the credits 
ot any student. Bradley is still fully accredited and our credits 
are not questioned in any way. Dean Sipple said in his state¬ 
ment to students: “Every action necessary to remain in good 
standing when surveyed next year is being taken. There is, 
therefore, no cause for worry about the value of your credits ” 

The re-survey will be made only to make sure that action 
along the lines recently taken will continue and that Bradley 
will attain, within the course of the next year, the highest 
standards set by the association. 

With the final score tallied Bradley lost her doctoral pro¬ 
grams and won praise for her progress ... the umpire gave 
the decision to NCA . . . NCA saw the error and rightfully 
gave Bradley credit. 

Which leaves more than the scorekeepers confused.

ON THE WARPATH

Tomorrow, students and fans will get a chance to scrutinize the 
1953 Bradley baseball squad which has won three in a row for the 
infant diamond season. 


Leo Schrall, who lost a host of lettermen to the pro ranks and 
to the recipients of sheepskins, has brewed together a young aggre¬ 
gation which thus far has shown plenty of punch 
at the plate, collecting 47 hits and 46 runs for an 
average .372, including 15 extra base hits. 

The pitchers have also shown a glimpse to the 
good. They have given up only 10 runs in the three 
contests and walked 14 in addition to sending 21 to 
the bench via the strikeout route. 

Schrall has constantly installed fighting spirit 
in his clubs and this year’s aggregation seems to 
have the same aspirations. 

SCHRALL Leo served under the late Knute Rockne at Notre 
Dame where his plans of becoming a great quarterback on the Irish 
gridiron juggernauts were shattered when he broke his leg during 
his freshman year. 

In his tenure of Irish baseball activity, the hustling Schrall be¬ 
came one of Notre Dame’s top shortstops and captained the squad 
his senior year. 

During his span at Bradley, the friendly mentor has won 75 
per cent of his games, including “Coach of the Year” honors, bestowed 
on him by the Missouri Valley conference his initial year in 1950. 

If the Braves can grab a victory or two from Wisconsin on the 
morrow and Saturday, the question mark which confronted Schrall 
at the outset of the season can easily take the shape of an exclama¬ 
tion point, meaning one thing, victories. 

* * * 

It never happened at Ebbets field but those who remember 
the Bradley-Wisconsin game in 1947 at Madison will swear the 
triple play which occurred in the ninth inning was an antic of 
Dodger variety. 

Perhaps Don Ashley, Bradley’s golf and frosh basketball mentor, 
has the best recall of the game, for at that time he was a standout 
outfielder for the Braves. 

Guy Ricci, now coach at Normal high school in Bloomington, 
was on third and Don Case, the Brave catcher, was lodged on first 
when it all began. 

Harmon Groover, the Bradley pitcher, hit an outside pitch toward 
the stands down the first base line and the Badger protector hustled 
after it, making the catch as he fell over a roll of tarpaulin. 

Ricci, sensing an opportunity to score, raced towards home, 
sliding under Red Wilson, now a rookie catcher with the Chicago 
White Sox. Wilson missed Ricci and Ricci missed the plate. 

Guy got up, staying away from the catcher who was aware 
that Ricci had missed the base, but Case, who was feinting 
toward second, kept the receiver from chasing the Bradley third 
sacker. 

Finally, Case did break for second and Wilson fired to the short¬ 
stop who put the tag on big Don for the second out. 

While all this was going on, Ricci, seemingly aware all had 
quelled, went back and sat in the dugout. 

Then all confusion broke loose. 

The big catcher roared into the Bradley dugout, tagging each 
man with the ball, not knowing which was Ricci. According to Ashley, 
there were about 20 “Guy Riccis” sitting on the bench. 

Realizing that he was rapidly being cornered, like Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe at a stag, Guy decided to make a break for the plate, but the 
catcher threw to the pitcher who made the tag, completing the triple 
killing. 

However, this little story did “live happily ever after”—Bradley 
won, 9-2, and Ashley collected two hits in four trips. 



Braves Snare 3 Road Wins 


Bradley’s young baseballers, 
averaging 15 runs per contest, 
rang up three victories over the 
Easter vacation in Memphis and 
lost a possible chance for two 
more when rain washed out the 
scheduled games. 

The Braves pounded decisive 
victories over the Memphis Navy 
team 22-2 and 16-2, and dropped 
Millikin of Decatur 9-5.

Joe Frank Finds Sockcess 
As Bradley's Centerfielder

It has often been said that dynamite comes in little pack¬ 
ages, and one of the bundles in which Leo Schrall and the 
Bradley baseball squad is counting on for power-plus comes 
in the form of Joe Frank who might also be called anything 
from “Foog” to “Little Slug.”-1- 


The 5-7 centerfielder who packs 
160 pounds on a well-developed 
frame, throws and bats from the 
left side when he goes into action. 

Coming from Morton, Illinois, 
whose 4,000 citizens are predom¬ 
inantly known for the molding of 
pots and the canning of peas, 
Joe proved his versatility by win¬ 
ning 14 letters at the commun¬ 
ity’s high school. 

He garnered four in football, 
track and baseball, and a pair 
in basketball. Of these sports, 
the diminutive junior said that 
football was his favorite. He 
played on the same squad with 
Clif Waldbeser, starting end for 
the University of Illinois. 

While at Bradley, Joe was 
awarded a monogram last season 
for his outfield performances 
with the baseballers.

Joe’s athletic success dates 
back to his grade school days 
when he starred on the basket¬ 
ball team which played in the 
state tourney that year. 

Strange as it may seem, the 
short Frank, who was even short¬ 
er in those days, ran into an¬ 


other “shortie” who has made 
quite a name for himself in 
Bradley sport circles. 

When Morton played Hillsboro 
that year, Joe was guarding 
Charlie Boston and vice versa. 

“Charlie kept stealing the ball 
from me, and I kept stealing the 
ball from Charlie and we got 
mad. The first thing you know 
we got in a fight,” Joe laughed, 
“and if I remember right, Char¬ 
lie threw in about 25 points and 
Hillsboro won.” 


Joe’s school days were not the 
only means of his athletic activ¬ 
ity, as he has played in numer¬ 
ous baseball leagues in Central 
Illinois, including Peoria’s Sun¬ 
day Morning circuit. He will 
begin his sixth year in the A. M. 
loop, where he twice played on 
the championship team and was 
chosen on the all-league team for 
three years.

It has a fine blend 


Coed Corner Presents Guide 
To Golf On Peoria Fairways 

(NOTE: The following is the first part of a one-part series 

entitled “The Coed Corner: Sports For All Ages.” It concerns 

that honorable old Scottish game of golf.) 

Part One: Golf- 

Golf is a game which is played 
on “a rolling heather” with sev¬ 
eral instruments of wood and 
metal and a small white ball. It 
was invented by the Scotch and 
has been popular in this country 
for 65 years. 

In the city of Peoria there are 
five courses devoted entirely to 
the pursuit of this fascinating 
pastime.

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Deferment Rules 
For Vets Change 
VA Announces 
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Changes in the provisions for 
statutory deferment of students, 
ordered for induction into the 
armed forces, were announced by 
Col. Paul G. Armstrong, Illinois 
state director of selective service. 

Under new' provisions, a college 
student who is ordered for induc¬ 
tion cannot be granted a defer¬ 
ment in Class I-S(C) unless he 
submits a WTitten request for 
| such deferment to his local board 
accompanied by a statement 
J from his college. 

Col. Armstrong emphasized 
that a student is entitled to only 
one such statutory deferment. 

I The deferment is good until the 
end of the student’s current 
academic year or until he ceases 
, to satisfactorily pursue a full¬ 
time course, whichever is the 
earlier. 

However, if he does not enter 
upon his course until after his 
induction order is mailed, he is 
not eligible for deferment in 
Class I-S (C).

The oldest printed volume ever 
to be exhibited in Bradley Uni¬ 
versity Library is now on dis¬ 
play, loaned to the library by Mr. 
Berry B. Tracy, a Bradley stu¬ 
dent from Muscatine, Iowa who 
is making rare book collecting his 
hobby. 

The volume depicts Roman his¬ 
tory from the founding of Rome 
to Titus Livius, 21 AD. It is a 
translation from Latin into Ger¬ 
man and was printed in Stras- 
burg, Germany in 1598. 

Illustrated with 137 excellent 
woodcuts, its binding is pigskin 
on bevelled pine boards with 
brass latches. 

“It is interesting to note,” 
states Dr. E. Heyse Dummer, di¬ 
rector of Bradley University Li¬ 
brary, “that this book was print¬ 
ed nine years before the first 
permanent settlement on the 
North American continent, at 
Jamestown, Virginia, and has 
relevancy to Peoria insofar that 
it was acquired from the collec¬ 
tion of Col. Frederick Smith, who 
built the Jefferson Hotel.”

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Our Privileges-Why Lose Them 

Two Bradley men were dismissed from school last week for 
“conduct unbecoming students” in action taken after they were 
found in Harper hall women's dormitory. 

Thus what seemed to be a dying fad among male college students 
has had a rebirth, at least on this campus. Looking at this and some 
other recent Bradley incidents, we can't help but wonder if they are 
not cases of touching the candy just because mommy said not to. 

Unfortunately, the results of such mischief may be serious, 
especially for those caught. But it goes deeper than that. This 
misconduct of a few could lose privileges for the entire student 
body. 

In many colleges around the country male students must sign 
in and out of their dormitories and return at a specified time. At 
Bradley male students are treated as though they are adult enough 
to know when to come in. Who would want to change this? 

We at Bradley have the privilege of driving cars on campus. 
However, one student was recently denied the use of his car because 
he could not accept the responsibilities connected with that privilege. 

Another student found checking out library books too tedious. 
He took 12 books without bothering to stop at the check-out desk. 
He has been suspended for a year. 

A committee headed by the Acting Dean of Men Raymond 
Strand reviewed the above cases to give the men the benefit of 
a fair hearing. Others on the committee were Leo Bent, director 
of special services; Leslie Tucker, dean of students; and the head 
of offender's academic department. 

While this committee hopes there will be no more drastic meas¬ 
ures necessary, it states it will deal severely with any future rule- 
breakers. 

According to Dean Strand the conduct of most students here 
is very high compared with that at other schools and it seems 
we are extremely fortunate that we have so few rules to obey. 

Why then should a few be allowed to jeopardize the freedom 
we all enjoy.

Students 

What kind of student govern¬ 
ment would you like to have at 
Bradley? 

Mary McAvoy —“I'd like to see 
a student government made up of 
a student court and student sen¬ 
ate. In other words, a regular 
governing body with the power to 
carry out measures adopted by 
the student government for the 
betterment of student condi¬ 
tions.” 

Nancy Lyon —“I dont know too 
much about it, but if it were more 
like the national government, it 
would probably provide a better 
distribution of power. I think the 
SC is doing all right, and I'm glad 
it is doing something about the 
bookstore.” 

Phil Strang —“I’m all for seeing 
a new set up. I don't think it's 
right the way it is. I'd like to see 
a student board of trustees set 
up the policies of matters con¬ 
cerning the students, and have 
the council carry out these plans. 

John English —“I’m quite satis 
fied with the student government 
as it is now. I’m not in favor of 
a two-party system nor any other 
radical changes which have been 
proposed by some of the council 
members.” 

Herb Schiff —“I am quite satis¬ 
fied with the student government 
as it is now. However, I feel that 
the school is limiting the students 
too much. I think the student 
governing body should be allowed 
to work with the school in the 
adoption of policies concerning 
campus life.” 

John Lindquist —“Looking at 
the student government situation 
idealistically, I would like to see 
a party system set up. I see a 
great flaw in the coalition system 
carried on by the greeks. The 
elimination of coalition voting 
would provide a more democratic 
student representation. However, 
if interest isn’t injected into the 
student body, the party system 
could not work effectively.” 

Colette Williams —“Right now 
things are all cut and dried be¬ 
fore elections. I’d like to see a 
new plan adopted wherein the 
student government would actual¬ 
ly carry out the wishes of the 
student body as a whole.” 

Alex De Bartolo —“I am not in 
favor of any big changes in the 
student government, but I would 
like to see a change in the eligi¬ 
bility rating for council member¬ 
ship. I don’t believe students 
should be forced to serve four 
months on student associates be¬ 
fore they can be elected to the 
council.

Sir: 

Referring to the anonymous ad¬ 
vertisement that appeared on 
page seven of the school paper 
last week.

Someone with ob¬ 
viously more editorial judgment 
than the authors of that ad con¬ 
siders her journalistic ability 
highly. 

In justification of their actions, 
it has been suggested that this 
particular issue of the paper 
being the “red Scout”, the ad was 
partly a joke and would be taken 
in fun. There is a certain line 
beyond which a thing is not 
funny. This ad was so far beyond 
that line, and so pointedly derog¬ 
atory, it seems very difficult to 
believe it was ever meant to be 
a joke. 

It has been suggested that as 
the editor has the right to print 
what he or she wishes, it is only 
right that anyone else should be 
able to buy an ad to say what 
they wish. The idea here is that 
everyone should have the right of 
free speech. However, with the 


right of free speech, every stu¬ 
dent should know f there is a re¬ 
sponsibility to use restraint. 

A smear attack is not in the 
spirit of free speech, and can 
never be justified under this 
right. If they wanted to print a 
sensible rebuttal or counter state¬ 
ment to certain statements made, 
well and good. Just to smear is 
not defensible. 

It is suggested the ad was 
handled this way because if a 
letter to the editor had been 
written, it would not have been 
published. I think this is a gross 
libel on the previous editor. I 
believe that if a letter stating 
worthwhile points counter to her 
stand were presented to her, it 
would have been published. The 
above suggestion that this is not 
the case is nothing more than a 
rationalization for the action 
taken. 

It has been suggested that as 
the school provides the opportun¬ 
ity to publish the paper, no ad¬ 
verse remarks should be made 
about the school. As editor of the 
paper, if he or she firmly believes 
they are telling the truth, have a 
background of facts, and think 
they are doing the right thing— 
if they say what they believe, it 
is to their credit and is the way 
things should be done. I don't be¬ 
lieve a paper should be a “yes 
sheet” for a school. Unfortunately 
it is a rare individual prepared 
and courageous enough to stand 
up and say the truth as they see 
it, and have it printed over their 
name. 

I don't want to hold myself up 
as a paragon of virtue—I’m not 
—but I do believe in fair play. 

If the ad was published to in¬ 
tentionally smear the editor, I 
do not think those responsible 
have much justification for their 
actions. If it was honestly done 
unintentionally and without prop¬ 
er consideration, I believe they 
should be men enough to come 
out and make a public apology.

College Graduate Employment Outlook Good 

The employment outlook for colleee sradiiatp^ _. 


The employment outlook for college graduates 
this year is excellent. Due to present high pro¬ 
duction, new construction, capital investment, and 
an increased demand for military goods and 
equipment for national defense, this employment 
outlook is likely to continue for some time. 

Engineering is probably the most wide open 
field, for according to the department of labor 
an average of 30,000 new engineers per year will 
be needed for the next few years. 

Natural Sciences 

Demand for personnel in most of the natural 
sciences has increased sharply during the past 
two years in fields related to defense research 
and development, administration, and technical 
sales. The need is most intense for workers with 
graduate training or considerable experience but 
opportunities will remain good for persons with 
only a bachelor's degree.

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Draft Rules 
Show Change, 
Says Hershey 

Lewis B. Hershey, Illinois Di¬ 
rector of selective service, today 
reminded college students that 
applications for the May 21 selec¬ 
tive service college qualification 
test must be submitted to the 
Educational Testing Service, 
Princeton, N. J., midnight May 11. 

This test is primarily for stu¬ 
dents prevented by emergencies 
from taking the test Apr. 23, but 
this does not bar any qualified 
student from taking the test if 
his application is mailed before 
the deadline. Students with a cer¬ 
tificate of admission for Apr. 23 
which they failed to use must 
submit new applications for the 
May 21 test. The old certificates, 
will not admit students to the 
May 21 test. 

This will be the last test this 
school year. 

Students may obtain a new ap¬ 
plication from any selective serv¬ 
ice local board. These should be 
submitted as soon as possible to 
the Educational Testing Service, 
who, will mail the admission cer¬ 
tificate direct to the student. 

To be eligible for the test an 
applicant on the testing date (1) 
must be a selective service regis¬ 
trant who intends to request de¬ 
ferment as a student; (2) must 
be satisfactorily pursuing a full¬ 
time college course, undergradu¬ 
ate or graduate, leading to a 
degree; (3) must not previously 
have taken the test. 

These criteria are guides for 
the local boards. While not under 
compulsion to follow them, any 
local board classification is sub¬ 
ject to appeal. The appeal must 
be filed in writing with the local 
board within ten days of the date 
the local board mails the notice 
of 1-A classification.

Eugene Askenasy, who was 
thrown into a Nazi concentration 
camp at the age of 14, is the 
new cadet commanding officer of 
the Bradley AFROTC.

Un¬ 
able to speak English, and with¬ 
out money or friends, he came 
to Peoria because he wished to 
find an area where little German 
w r as spoken; so that he would of 
necessity learn English. He had 
also heard that the Midwest w r as 
the most representative part of 
America. 

Askenasy finished his high 
school education at Manual Train¬ 
ing High school and entered 
Bradley in 1950. 

Besides working full time at 
Pabst Brewing company and his 
AFROTC activities, Askenasy is 
a member of the Bradley debate 
team, the Arnold Air society, the 
Federation of Scholars, Midwest 
Sociological society, Pi Kappa 
Delta, and Pi Gamma Mu.

Season's Work 

Bradley's forensic group has 
climaxed another year of com- 
I petition. 

Ending the season with many 
outstanding individual honors 
and team victories were Beverly 
Eisele, Joan Roeder, Pete Velde, 
Bill Linsley, Bill Boege, Sara 
Caulkins and Beverly Vielhak. 
Bradley received the only known 
first place sweep of both divi¬ 
sions in the annual Illinois State 
Debate League tournament when 
Linsley and Velde captured the 
men s debate and Joan and Bever¬ 
ly won in the women’s division. 
Bradley university’s debate 
teams won national recognition 
by winning the superior sweep- 
stakes' awards in both men's and 
women’s divisions at the Biennial 
National convention of Pi Kappa 
Delta at Kalamazoo college in 
April. Other highlights of the sea¬ 
son came in Eau Claire, Wiscon¬ 
sin and here on campus. A third 
place in sweepstakes was award¬ 
ed Bradley at the Wisconsin 
school’s tournament and Bradley 
sponsored its own Pi Kappa Delta 
tourney. 

Sweepstakes are earned by the 
gathering of enough points in the 
four major forensic areas: de¬ 
bate, oratory, discussion and ex¬ 
tempore — to produce a superior 
rating. 

Boege won a first place in ex- 
| tempore and oratory in state 
competition and in a national ora¬ 
torical contest a superior rating. 
Superior ratings were given to 
Joan in state extempore speaking 
and discussion. Forty-two stu- 
■ dents participated in forensic ac- 
[ tivities. 

In the fall before the actual 
competition between schools be- 
gins, each forensic artist spends 
| hours of preparation. Debaters 
usually have at least fifteen prac- 
I tice sessions, averaging two or 
three before each appearance. In 
addition, most debaters devote 
approximately five hours per 
week to research and study. 

Each year a five-man commit- 
! tee, active in speech work, sets up 
discussion and debate topics to 
I be used by collegians all over the 
country. Dr. Laurence Norton 
Bradley’s director of forensics, is 
a member of the selecting quin¬ 
tet. An international and national 
subject is usually chosen by the 
board. The debate topic this past 
season was: “Resolved: That the 
Congress of the United States 
Should Enact a Federal Employ¬ 
ment Practices Law.” “What can 
We Do To Combat the Threat of 
Communism?’’ was the topic for 
discussion. 

Membership in Pi Kappa Delta 
is the ultimate goal of forensic 
members. Five active Bradleyites 
Velde, Joan, Beverly, Boege and 
Warren Reynolds—hold member¬ 
ships in this national honorary 
speech society.

A star-studded Great Lakes 
Naval Training station baseball 
team will invade Bradley’s dia¬ 
mond tomorrow for the first 
fracas of a two-game series with 
Leo Schrall’s hustling baseballers. 

Game time is scheduled at 3:30 
p.m. The two teams meet again 
at 1:30 p.m. on Saturday. 

Coached by Tom McCann, the 
Bluejackets will have a lineup 
representing all sections of the 
nation. McCann piloted a ’52-’53 
Great Lakes basketball team to 
second place in the All-Navy 
tournament.

As Tracksters Fall 
To Indiana, 89-33 

In a sea of mud such as is 
found only on a rain-soaked 
battle field, Mississippi flatland, 
and Bradley’s cinder track after 
a spring shower, the Brave track¬ 
men didn’t fare so well last 
Saturday. That is to say, they 
lost *by a big margin to Indiana, 
Big 10 powerhouse. However, as 
far as individual performances 
went, the 89 to 33 score didn’t 
bespeak the good showing put 
up by Jim Philbee, Dick Richard¬ 
son, and unlucky ole Dean Smith. 

Smith ran a record-breaking 
4:26.5 mile, enough to eclipse the 
old standard set by Del Cobb in 
1950, by one big fat tenth of a 
second. However, three Indiana 
milers had the audacity to cross 
the finish line ahead of Dean, 
thus rendering his effort null, 
void, and unrecognized, at least 
as far as the record books are 
concerned. 

Jim Philbee, as he has done so 
many times before, pulled Brad¬ 
ley briefly into the limelight, 
scoring his usual double wins in 
the high and low hurdles, battling 
back frisky Hoosier barrier-top¬ 
pers, who actually entertained 
thoughts of beating him. His 14.7 
in the highs, and 23.9 in the lows 
compared favorably, when multi¬ 
plied by the negative mud factor. 

Bradley’s Dick Richardson, as 
unconcerned with the wet weath¬ 
er as a duck with a raincoat, 
leaped 6’ 2%” to tie for first in 
the high jump, sharing the blue 
ribbon with Big 10 champion Jim 
Harper. 

Fred Watson, Hoosier sprinter 
went uncontested in his victories 
in the 100 and 220 yard dashes, 
as Bradley Coach Ray Ramsey 
once more deigned it advisable to 
withhold Gordon Busse from the 
short sprint competition. Busse, 
however, made an attempt at the 
440 yard dash, but was forced to 
pull up after 50 yards, with a 
recurrence of abdominal pains. 

The other Brave first place was 
gathered in by Paul Erickson 
who leaped an even 12 feet with 
the aid of his trusty pole, to win 
the vaulting event. 

Otherwise, the afternoon was 
purely Indiana, as they swept the 
mile, half mile, 100 yard dash, 
220 yard dash, and the broad 
jump. They also broke the tape 
in the mile relay, turning the dis¬ 
tance in 3:27.

Male Students Back In Fall 
Should Check For Deferments

Students who are approaching the end of their current 
academic year, and who contemplate continuing in school 
during their next academic year, must request their local 
draft boards to consider them for a student deferment during 


their next academic year. 

It will be necessary for the col¬ 
leges to furnish the local boards 
with a college Student Certificate 
(SSS Form No. 109) for each stu¬ 
dent who intends to continue in 
college. This information must 
reach local boards not later than 
30 days following the close of the 
student’s academic year. 

Approximately two weeks be¬ 
fore the end of his academic year, 
each student who expects to seek 
deferment should request his col¬ 
lege registrar to submit SSS 
Form No. 109 to his local board. 
This will give the registrar ample 
notice that the form will be 
needed. 

At the same time the student 
should notify his local board that 


he intends to continue in college, 
that he is seeking deferment as a 
student, and that he has asked 
the registrar to prepare SSS 
Form No. 109.

Paintings from abstract to rep¬ 
resentation for man are an inter¬ 
esting part of the display. The 
abstract may express time, space, 
01 the intangible. The semi-ab¬ 
stract is recognizable as objec¬ 
tive, but is often broken down 
into geometric design. 

The drawings on display have 
been done for the most part by 
freshman and sophomore stu¬ 
dents. By this work, they have 
learned a sound approach to art 
structure, which is considered 
fundamental to artist develop¬ 
ment. 

The textile designs on display 
show originality, but have been 
developed with economy of color 
and design. Much of the effect 
has been arrived at by good use 
of different colored materials. 

The ceramic ware and baked 
enamels show the great flexibility 
of the mediums and demonstrate 
effects of many individual de¬ 
signs and glazes.
